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HE tomb of Emperor Hadrian, one of Rome’s famous 

antique architectural works. Its erection began in A. 
D. 130. Ten years were required to build it. Rising one 
hundred and fifty feet above the banks of the Tiber, the 
history of this monument is as varied as the Roman Em- 
pire itself. At different times it has been used as a tomb 
for Emperors, a fortress for soldiers, and a stronghold of 
Popes. From its parapets, the tourist may get a magni- 
ficent view of the city of Rome.

Nurnberg 


Once a year, in September, the Ger- 
man government sponsors a gigantic 
celebration in the city of Nurnberg call- 
ed the “Party Congress”. It was attend- 
ed by more than a million persons last 
month, 

Chancellor Hitler is always the chief 
speaker at these gatherings. 

His utterances, outlining the official

policies of the Nazi dictatorship, are 
waited for with breath-taking sus- 
pense. When he finished speaking this 
year, he left all Europe gasping. 


Hurling defiance at Soviet Russia, he 
virtually served notice that his people 
were not only prepared to repulse an 
invasion, but might be expected to 
launch an attack at the least provo- 
cation. 


He said: “If I had the Ural Moun- 
tains, if we possessed Siberia, if we had 
the Ukraine, then Nazi Germany would 
be swimming in prosperity! 

“T am not in the fortunate position 
of the Soviet Jews. They have eighteen 
times our territory—yet Bolshevism 
cannot feed its people. What dunder- 
heads they are! Nevertheless, the prob- 
lems of Germany must be solved! 


“There is no such thing as saying 
it cannot be done. It can be done— be- 
cause it must be done! 


“Let Russia carry her Soviet star, we 
will conquer in the sign of the Swastika. 
If the hour ever comes when our old 
adversary makes an attempt upon us, 
you will be standing beside, behind and 
before me, and will help me fight. 


“We are not afraid of Bolshevism. 
We have awakened to its shameful Jew- 
ish doctrine of world incitement. Mos- 
cow’s summons to transform Spain into 
a heap of ashes will not be repeated in 
Germany. 


“That is the meaning of the military 
increase we have recently taken!’

Moreover, the large German-speaking 
population of Russia, particularly in the 
Ukraine, has been suffering the tor- 
tures of the damned at the hands of the 
Bolshevicks ever since the power of the 
Reds was broken in Germany by the 
Nazis. 

The Ukraine used to be known as the 
“granary of Europe” because of its 
large annual wheat crops. Today, this 
rich territory is in ashes and weeds. 
The people have been driven to starva- 
tion and cannibalism. 


These Germans, groaning in misery, 
yearn for Hitler to release them from 
the hands of their tormenters. Ger- 
many, in turn, with her colonies taken 
away after the World War, must have 
room for expansion without delay.

Preparing to Strike 

Following Hitler’s Nurnberg speech, 
it was rumored that diplomatic rela- 
tions between the two countries were 
soon to be severed—Berlin to call its 
Aryan ambassador from Russia, and 
Moscow to order its Jewish Ambassador 
home from Germany. 


Speaking directly to the German peo- 
ple, the Chancellor said at Nurnberg: 
“Success has come not only because I 
was your leader but because you were 
my following. Not all of you see me. 
Neither do I see all of you. But I feel 
you. I am self-assured in the knowledge 
of your fellowship. The wonder of this 
age is that you have found me—an un- 
known man among millions.” 


Thus do our modern “men of destiny” 
speak! 

Hitler often says: “With trancelike 
serenity I go on my way, certain of my 
goal!” 


The following Associated Press re- 
port appeared in American newspapers 
September 21, 1936: 


“Millions of Germans between the 
ages of 25 and 45 are carrying in their 
vest pockets a secret order telling them 
exactly when and where they must re- 
port in the event of war. 

“This ‘kriegsbeorderung’, (order to 
take part in war), as it is headed, is 
causing admitted anxiety, espeeially 
among the older men who themselves

My dear Governor: 


We have been conservative in 
discussing your candidacy for the 
Presidency through the columns 
of our magazines. 


This reticence has provoked 
considerable inquiry on the part 
ef Christian ministers and laymen 
who value our opinions on pub- 
lic matters. 


Because we are receiving hun- 
dreds of letters asking about you 
and your public record, as Gov- 
ernor of Kansas, we have decid- 
ed that this statement should be 
made. 


Back in 1928, the moral forces 
ef the Nation became aroused 
over the Prohibition question, and 
Al Smith was kept out of the 
White House as a result. 


Four years later, these same 
agencies were again ready to 
throw their tremendous influence 
behind Mr. Hoover. But for some 
reason, he minimized their 
strength, yielded to the wave of 
artificial wet sentiment which 
was then sweeping the Country, 
and left his former friends “high 
and dry”. 


From that hour, his campaign 
lost momentum, and Roosevelt 
was finally swept into office. Had 
Mr. Hoover stood firm on this 
great issue, the results of the 
1932 election campaign would no 
doubt have been different. 


The moral machinery which 
had placed him in power four 
years earlier, was waiting and 
ready for action once more. But 
instead of turning the switch, he 
threw in a monkey-wrench. 


National morality was thereby 
weakened. A benumbing moral 
inertia settled down upon the 
American people.

It is as natural for Christians 
to select their candidates accord- 
ing to the moral principles in- 
volved, as it is for the needle of 
the compass to point north. 


In answering point blank in- 
quiries regarding your stand on 
the liquor question, we have been 
compelled to tell our constituents 
that you have refused to proper- 
ly exercise the powers of your 
office, in carrying out the man- 
date of the voters of Kansas, 
which as you know, was approx- 
imately ninety thousand major- 
ity dry. 

The statement issued a few 
days ago by your original sup- 
porter in New York State, the 
Jewish Mr. Ottinger, was any- 
thing but reassuring to profess- 
ing Christians, 


If reported correctly, he said 
that you drank heavily in youth, 
that now you prefer only beer, 
that you and Mrs. Landon do not 
serve liquor at your Topeka table, 
that you drink wet in wet States 
and dry in dry States, and that 
you profess to regard drinking 
“tolerantly”.

fused in his geography. 

I trust I will not appear too 
impudent if I remark that the 
American people are in no mood 
to tolerate another “Harding 
gang” in Washington. 

But what is even more dis- 
tressing to Christians, than the 
wet and dry issue, is the racial 
question. . 


I say “racial question”, for 
the reason that our most deadly 
foe, at the present time, is the 
menace of Communism.

Who is Felix Warburg? 


His biographical sketch in 
“Who’s Who” indicates that he 
was born in Hamburg, Germany; 
came to this Country at the age 
of 23; married a daughter of 
JACOB SCHIFF; one of his 
daughters today bears the name 
of Rothschild; and he has been 
a member of the KUHN, LOEB 
& COMPANY, INTERNATION- 
AL JEWISH BANKING CON- 
CERN, SINCE THE YEAR 1896. 


In submitting what is alleged 
te be an authentic historical back- 
ground to Kuhn, Loeb & Com- 
pany, I shall quote the “Congres- 
sional Record” June 14, 1933. 
This quotation is taken from a 
speech delivered by the Honorable 





Louis T. McFadden, a Republican 
Congressman: 


“Mr. Speaker, I doubt if the 
history of the relations between 
this Country and Russia is known 
to every American citizen. It 
may not be considered amiss, 
therefore, if I dwell for a few 
moments on our past relations 
with that strange and interesting 
country. 


“To do so it will be necessary 
for me to go back to the late 
eighties and the early nineties of 
the last century, when the United 
States was turning the corner and 
becoming rich and powerful. At 
that time a man named Jacob 
Schiff came to this country as 
the agent of certain foreign 
money lenders. His mission was 
to get control of American rail- 
roads, This man was a Jew. 
He was the son of a rabbi. He 
was born in one of the Roths- 
childs’ houses in Frankfort, Ger- 
many. 


“At an early age he set out 
from Frankfort to seek his for- 
tune and went to Hamburg, Ger- 
many. At Hamburg he entered 
the Warburg banking establish- 
ment. The Warburgs of Ham- 
burg are bankers of long stand- 
ing, with branches in Amsterdam 
and Sweden. After Schiff had 
served his time with them he 
went to London and worked with 
their London correspondents. 


“When he came to this country 
he was well equipped to do busi- 
ness as an international money 
changer. He knew how to be 
polite, he could write a smooth 
letter, and he always pretended 
to be a man of holiness and a 
philanthropist. 


“Sometime before Schiff’s ar- 
rival there was a firm of Jewish 
peddlers or merchants in Laf- 
ayette, Ind., by the name of Kuhn 
& Loeb. I think they were there 
about 1850. Probably they made 
money out of the new settlers 
who passed through Indiana on 
their way to the Northwest. This 
firm of Jews had finally moved 
to New York and set themselves 
up as private bankers and had 
grown rich. Jacob Schiff married 
Teresa Loeb ‘and became the head 
of Kuhn, Loeb & Co. 


“HE BEGAN TO GIVE OR- 
DERS TO PRESIDENTS AL- 
MOST AS A MATTER OF 
COURSE. He appears to have 
been a man who would stop at 
nothing to gain his own ends. 
I do not blame him for being a 
Jew. I blame him for being a 
trouble maker. 


“Russia had a powerful enemy 
in this man, Jacob Schiff. The 
people of the United States were 
taught to believe that this en- 
mity of his was caused by wrongs 





done to Russian Jews. 


“These money lenders were 
looking forward to a war between 
England and Russia and were 
making preparations for propa- 
ganda designed to support Eng- 
land in the United States. 


“Schiff accordingly took it up- 
en himself to create a prejudice 
in the United States against Rus- 
sia. He did this by presenting 
the supposed wrongs of the Rus- 
sian Jews to the American pub- 
lic. Unpleasant tales began to 
appear in print. By unfair means 
a wedge was driven between Rus- 
sia and the United States. ... 


“I come now to the time when 
war was declared between Rus- 
sia and Japan. This was brought 
about by a skillful use of Japan, 
so that England would not have 
to fight Russia in India. It was 
cheaper and more convenient for 
England to have Japan fight Rus- 
sia than to do it herself. As 
was to be expected, Schiff and 
his London associates financed 
Japan. They drew immense 
quantities of money out of the 
United States for that purpose... 


“While the Russian-Japanese 
War was in progress President 
Theodore Roosevelt offered to act 
as peacemaker, and a conference 
between representatives of the 
belligerents was arranged to take 
place at Portsmouth, N. H. 


“When the Portsmouth Confer- 
ence took place, Jacob Schiff at- 
tended it and used such influence 
as he had with Theodore Roose- 
velt to win favors for Japan at 
the expense of Russia. 


“Schiff had the 80-year-old 
treaty of friendship and good 
will between Russia and the Uni- 
ted States denounced. 


“The chasm that suddenly 
opened between ourselves and our 
old friends and well-wishers~ in 
Russia was a chasm created by 
Schiff the vindictive in his in- 
human greed, and he created it 
in the name of the Jewish re- 
ligion. 

“Mr. Speaker, it was a mistake 
for the United States to permit 
the integrity of its foreign policy 
to be jeopard’'zed or affected 
adversely by such __ religious, 
racial and financial meddling 
as that practiced upon us 
by Schiff and his London as- 
sociates.

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STATES, a man who was ex- 
cessively distinguished in his 
chosen field and who represented 
the integrity and the patriotic 
Americanism of every generation 
of New Englanders from the first 
of Massachusetts Bay Colony to 
his own, and represented them 
well. ... 


“At one time Trotzky was a 
favorite with Jacob Schiff. Dur- 
ing the war Trotzky edited Novy 
Mir and conducted mass meetings 
in New York. When he left the 
United States to return to Rus- 
sia he is said upon good author- 
ity to have traveled on Schiff’s 
money and under Schiff’s protec- 
tion. 


“He was captured by the Brit- 
ish at Halifax and immediately, 
on advice from a highly placed 
personage, set free. Shortly af- 
ter his arrival in Russia he was 
informed that he had a credit 
in Sweden at the Swedish branch 
of the bank owned by Max War- 
burg, of Hamburg. This credit 
helped to finance the seizure of 
the Russian revolution by the in- 
ternational Jewish bankers.” 


It is being said, Mr. Landon, 
that you are comparatively new 
and inexperienced in the matter 
of international affairs. This is 
the more reason why you should 
be on your guard against any 
and all traps which may be set 
to ensnare you. 


In all probability the temporal 
welfare of one hundred and twen- 
ty million human beings will be 
placed in your care after Nov- 
ember 3, 1936. Before God and 
man, this will involve a grave re- 
sponsibility. 


Don’t you dare make “deals”, 
with powerful groups, which 
might tend to jeopardize the wel- 
fare of the masses of American 
people. Remember, there are 
women and children on board the 
Ship of State! 


Sordid and sinister interests 
will get you under their control 
if they can! There are certain 
“internationalists” who expect to 
write the kind of a bloody chap- 
ter in the United States, which 
they are now writing in Spain. 


I have a friend who was fre- 
quently mentioned in connection 
with the Republican nomination 
for President several months ago. 


He tells me that as soon as 
his name began to be taken seri- 
ously, a member of the interna- 
tional banking fraternity sent an 
emissary to inquire whether or 
not he would permit them to 
name his Secretary of Treasury, 
in the Cabinet, shou!d he be nomi- 
nated and elected. 








My friend refused to make a 
“deal” on those lines. Conse- 
quently he was dropped. 


Indeed, the Jewish money pow- 
er is so firmly entrenched; their 
invisible government works with 
such precision, that many believe 
it is impossible for anyone to 
attain the high office to which 
you aspire without yielding to 
“the powers that be”, far ahead 
of time. 


Powerful Jewish families are 
today divided in their support 
between you and Roosevelt. At 
first glance this appears para- 
doxical, until one understands 
that regardless of which way the 
election goes, the FAMILY wins. 


On the floor of Congress, it 
has been debated that the Federal 
Reserve Banking System was cre- 
ated by the internationalists for 
the deliberate purpose of preci- 
pitating the present financial 
stringency. 


Paul Warburg, another Ger- 
man Jew, is credited by authori- 
ties with having written this 
piece of infamous legislation.

that the day it was instituted, 
December 23, 1913, the right of 
the American people to control 
their money through Congress, 
was taken away. 


This was the greatest theft, the 
most wicked swindle, ever put 
over on any nation in modern 
times. 


It placed the American people 
at the mercy of private banking 
interests and made the depression 
first a possibility, and later, an 
actuality.

Mr. Felix Warburg was in the 
chair and said, ‘No government 
has done so much to further the 
aims of Judaism as the Soviet 
Government’.” 


For the sake of our Country, 
dear Governor, investigate these 
matters. Don’t be _ prejudiced 
against those of us who have 
gone deeply into the true causes 
behind international chaos. Pray 
over these things. 


Even before Roosevelt was 
elected, we were opposing him on 
exactly these grounds.

Intellectuals Scoff at Immortality

(GREATER even than scientists 

in molding public opinion on 
religious questions are the so- 
called intellectuals of the literary 
and artistic world. 


It is strange that because a man 
writes a best-selling novel or dis- 
tinguishes himself as a brilliant literary 
critic, he should at once be accepted as 
an “authority” on religious subjects. 
Yet, the plain fact is that such, to a 
large degree, is the case. 


Vast multitudes of Americans are 
deeply influenced by the widely 
publicized views on religion enunciated 
by a celebrated novelist, such as Theo- 
dore Dreiser. Indeed, even a criminal 
lawyer such as Clarence Darrow seems 
to be accepted by large numbers of peo- 
ple as an “authority” on the question of 
immortality. 


It is significant that the widely cir- 
culated book, Living Philosophies; A 
Series of Intimate Credos, considers the 
credos of intellectuals so important that 
it includes an absurdly disproportionate 
number of them. The Christian creed is 
considered so unimportant that among 
the twenty-two credos contained in the 
book, only one—by Dean Inge—is writ- 
ten by a minister. 


As a result, a majority of these 
twenty-two allegedly “living” philoso- 
phies reject the idea of personal im- 
mortality. Reject is really not the cor- 
rect word, for what the highbrows real- 
ly do is scoff and sneer at the idea of 
eternal life for the individual. So far 
from having faith or even hope in a 
iife beyond the grave, these scofifers go 
so far as to express the wish and hope 
that death ends all. 


No Star of Hope 


Thus, H. L. Mencken writes, “Is there 
a life after death, as so many allege, 
wherein the corruptibie puts on incor- 
ruption and the mortal immortality? I 
can only answer that I do not know. 
My private inclination is to hope thet 
it ig not so, but _that hope is only a 
hope, and hopes and beliefs, it seems to 
me, can have nothing in common.” 


Of the evidence for immortality, Mr. 
Mencken says, “I believe that the evi- 
dence for immortality is no better than 
the evidence for witches, and deserves 
no more respect.” 


And of religion, he says, “I believe 
that religion, generally speaking, has 
been a curse to mankind—that its mod- 
est and greatly over estimated services 
on the ethical side have been more than 
overborne by the damage it has done to 
clear and honest thinking.” 


Theodore Dreiser, sometimes called 
America’s greatest novelist, expresses 


agreement with Mr. Mencken that im- 
mortality is not to be desired; he also 
expresses disbelief in its existence: “As 
for myself, I really view myself as an 
atom in a greater machine, just as is 
the cell in the greater body of which it 
finds itself a part. But as _ for 
myself being a free and_ inde- 
pendent mechanism with a_ separate 
‘spirit? of its own? -—— Nonsense! 
Science knows nothing of a soul or 
spirit. And I personally have never been 
able to find any trace of one, in me or 
any other. When I am dead, as I see it, 
I shall be dissolved into my lesser con- 
stituents; I shall then be, if anything, 
a part of universal force, but merged 
and gone forever. Moreover, I cannot 
even think of a desirable continuance 
for myself as I am here, and therefore 
ask for none.” 


Dr. Irwin Edman, Associate Pro- 
fessor of Philosophy at Columbia Uni- 
versity and somewhat noted as a poet 
and essayist, boasts that since losing 
faith in God, he does “not even miss 
Him”. 

“The older religions have tried to do 
more than hate extinction”, he explains. 
“They have tried mythologically to wish 
it away. So far as their literal promise 
of immortality goes, I am a complete 
disbeliever. As for the traditional God

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whose justice, mercy, and benevolence 
guaranteed an after life, I likewise, of 
course, disbelieve in Him too. What is 
more, or worse, or better, I do not even 
miss Him in the sense in which I miss, 
at this moment of writing, four 
thousand miles from home, some of my 
friends, I believe in nothing that can 
be called religion by a traditionalist....” 


Theologians have long since pointed 
out that when the heart is wicked, its 
natural desire is to dispose of God. 


A carnal, unregenerate man is incap- 
able of understanding spiritual verities. 
The statement of the apostle Paul is 
pertinent on this subject: “But the 
natural man receiveth not the things 
of the Spirit of God: for they are fool- 
ishness unto him: neither can he know 
them, because they are spiritually dis- 
cerned.” 


Twisted Reasoning 

George Jean Nathan, noted dramatic 
critic, explains his lack of belief in re- 
ligion this way, “To be thoroughly re- 
ligious, one must, I believe, be sorely 
disappointed. One’s faith in God in- 
creases as one’s faith in the world de- 
creases, The happier the man, the far- 
ther he is from God.” 


Miss Julia Peterkin, well-known 
author, tells of the rather ridiculous 
process of reasoning by which she lost 
her religious faith. She looked through 
a microscope and saw pneumonia 
germs; shortly afterwards, “relatives of 
those germs destroyed the life of my 
friend.” 

As a result of this occurrence, “Then 
a faint suspicion rose in my heart that 
to the Creator those pneumonia germs 
were of as much account as the life of 
the human creature who had perished, 
and that he as an individual was gone 
forever, the same as the germs on that 
glass slide. My whole structure of 
faiths and beliefs crashed into a con- 
fused heap. Those specks which my 
eyes had seen through a_ microscope 
swept away all that I had been taught 
of theology. Even when a minister 
stood over the open grave into which all 
that was left of my friend was lowered 
and read the beautiful and solemn 
words, ‘O death, where is thy sting? O 
grave, where is thy victory?’ they fail- 
ed to drive from my mind ¢ertain cold, 
hard facts which stood clearly before 
me.’ 


Miss Peterkin says that her “most 
comforting faith is that everything in 
the universe exists under law.” She 
finds comfort in the thought that 
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“Inanimate things, the same as we who 
try to reason, have their rules of being 
and abide by them faithfully. Stars and 
dew, birds and blades of grass, men and 
clods of earth have to fulfill their 
destinies.” 


Strangely, she “rejoices” in the belief 
that man has a common destiny with 
the lowliest of creeping things: “I re- 
joice that I am under the same laws that 
regulate ... those other neighbors, the 
worms and the gnats, and the mules 
which plow in the fields. It comforts me 
to know that nothing is too small or 
humble to be left outside the charmed 
circle, and to believe that the smoke 
rings which float casually out from a 
burning cigaret are as much a part of 
the great universe as the rings of Sat- 
urn.” 


She derives “comfort” from the 
thought that worms and gnats, and 
even clods, are as much a part of the 
great universe, subject to the same iaws 
and headed toward the same destiny, as 
human beings. Hence, she has no “ob- 
jection” to an utterly mechanistic and 
materialistic view of the origin and 
nature of life: “I have no objection to 
the notion that matter is the parent of 
life and mind, or to the theory that 
electrons and electricity, life and mind, 
are all msnifestations of one universal 
energy with its origin in the sun.” 
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losophers for immortality is the fact 
that men naturally long for it as they 
do for nothing else. The most degener- 
ate savages have faith and belief in 
a life beyond the grave. Yet, these so- 
phisticated intellectuals scoff at the 
very idea of immortality. 


We have seen how Mr. Mencken ex- 
presses the wish and hope that when 
he is once dead he will stay — or be 
left — dead. We have seen how Mr. 
Dreiser “cannot even think of a desir- 
able continuance for myself” in an after 
life. We have seen how Miss Peterkin 
derives “comfort” from the thought 
that she shares the destiny of worms 
and gnats. 


The great philosopher and foe of 
Christianity, Voltaire, said that if there 
were no God men would have found it 
necessary to “invent” one. Like other 
great thinkers, Voltaire thought life 
would be unbearable and unendurable 
without the comforting faith that there 
is a God. 


Yet, Professor Edman, as we have 
seen, claims that he does not “miss” 
God, now that he has lost faith in Him. 
And we have seen, too, how Mr. Nathan 
holds that “The happier the man, the 
farther he is from God.” 


It should not be necessary to express 
an opinion on the sincerity of these 
opinions. Unless these intellectuals are 
differently constituted than are the 
rest of us, it is difficult to see how they 
can be sincere in expressing the “hope” 
that there is no life hereafter. 


Probably, they are just “showing off” 
and trying to be “sensational” in ex- 
pressing such sentiments. But, however 
that may be, the fact is plain that they 
do not even discuss intelligently the 
question of immortality; they do not 
even consider fairly the arguments for 
it. From the outset, they evince a prej- 
udice and prepossession on the subject. 


Even if sincere, there is nothing in 
their statement of their “credos” which 
sensibly could commend them to others. 
These inteliectuals may feel and think 
the way they say they do; but they of- 
fer no good reason for other people’s 
doing likewise. They establish no claims 
to being “authorities” or even straight 
thinkers on religious subjects. 


The present vogue of attaching great 
weight and significance to the pro- 
nouncements of intellectuals of this type 
on religicus questicns is altogether 
harmful in its effects. Much of the wide- 
spread irreligious cynicism so apparent 
today will quickly abate once student 
opinion, and other segments of public 
opinion, cease to be strongly influenced 
by the highbrow intellectuals of the 
literary world. 


Now we can understand something 
of what Paul meant when he said: 
“Ever learning, and never able to come 
into the knowledge of the truth.” 


“Beware lest any man spoil you 
through philosophy and vain deceit, 
after the tradition of men, after the 
rudiments of the world, and not after 
Christ.”

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Saved From Russian Orthodox Church

qt seems to be necessary, by way 

of background, to give a brief 
history of the Greek and Russian 
Churches before proceeding with 
the story of my conversion. 


The Eastern, or Greek Church, is 
one of the three great divisions of so- 
called Christianity — the Protestant, 
the Roman. Catholic, and the Greek 
Orthodox. 


This Church has its seat in Western 
Asia and Eastern Europe, chiefly in 
Turkey, Roumania, Greece, Russia and 
Czechoslovakia. 


It holds its birthplace to have been 
Jerusalem, where they say it was first 
planted by Jesus Himself and the Apos- 
tles, and its language is that which 
Jesus spoke. It claims that it was 
christened at Antioch. 


The full name of the Eastern Church 
is the “Holy Oriental Orthodox Cath- 
olic Apostolic Church”, the emphasis 
being upon the word “orthodox” (the 
right doctrine) which has been, and 
still is, regarded by that Church as 
the one and only doctrine accepted 
from the dawn of Christianity. 


This Church glories in the self-ap- 
plied title, “orthodox”, and regards all 
other doctrines, held by the remainder 
of the Christendom, as “heterdox”. 


Important History 

The Greek and the Roman Churches 
differ at many points in their creed, 
but perhaps the principal difference is 
called, “The Procession of the Holy 
Ghost”. This term comes from John 
15:26, in which Christ speaks of the 
Spirit of Truth which “proceedeth from 
the Father”. 

The Greek Church holds to the 
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single procession of the Holy Spirit 
coming from the Father alone, while 
the Roman Church holds to the double 
procession that the Holy Ghost pro- 
ceeds from the Father and the Son. 


From the beginning these two 
churches have grown together, and co- 
operated in the early councils of church 


‘history, but have never organically 


united. The Greek Church turned its 
face east. The Roman Church turned 
its face west. 


The Greek Church made a_ great 
conquest in the conversion of the Sla- 
vonians namely, the Bulgarians and 
Russians, in the ninth and tenth cen- 
turies. At the head of this body of 
so-called Christians, are Patriarchs 
who are assisted by the Holy Synod, 
which is composed of Bishops and Met- 
ropolitans. 


The history of the Greek Church 
in Russia dates back more than a 
thousand years when it branched out 
and became the Russian State Church. 


Previous to that time, the country, 
known as Russia, was occupied by the 
Slavs, who founded the towns of Nov- 
gorod and Kiev (Kieff). Very little 
history is known of the Slavs in those 
times. 


In the Northern part of that country 
there was a tribe of people by the 
name of “Varangians”. They were call- 
ed by the Slavs “Russ”, and they made 
war upon the Slavs. 


The Slavs at first resisted, but fi- 
nally submitted and soon invited Prince 
Rurik from the North to rule over 
them. Rurik, with his pagan brothers, 
came down to the city of Novgorod 
and laid the foundation of that great 
empire that now covers one-sixth of 
the land surface of the globe. 


The name “Russian” was derived 
from “Russ”, the appellation given to 
the Varangians by the Slavs. 











This Ikon, used in Greek 
and Russian Orthodox 
worship, is called the 
“Three Handed Virgin.” 


Russian Church Appears 


In regard to the beginning of the 
Russian Orthodox Church, we find a 
tradition to the effect that Saint An- 
drew, the Apostle who is the Patron 
Saint recognized by the Church, was 
the first who preached the Gospel in 
Russia, but no record has been left 
— this tradition can be veri- 
ied. 


In the ninth century Christianity 
was introduced into Russia. It was 
then that Olga, widow of Igor (son 
of — was baptized at Constanti- 
nople. 


After Olga returned to Kiev (Rus- 
sia), it is said that she labored much 
for Christianity, but without success. 


The Russian Orthodox Church had 
its beginning and was definitely es- 
tablished by Grand Duke Vladimir I. 


Viadimir became a convert to the 
principles of the Greek Church. He 
married the sister of the Emperor in 
Constantinople and was baptized on 
his wedding day, in the year 988. 


He later ordered all his subjects to 
follow his example, and many were 
baptized in the river Dnieper. His 
ection also caused many Russian 
churches. to be established and many 
Greek books to be translated into Slav- 
ic. 

The Patriarch of Constantinople, 
head of the Greek Church, soon selec- 
ted a leader (Patriarch) who was plac- 


ed at the head of the Russian Church . 


at Kiev. From that time, Russian 
governmental leaders were faithful to 
that branch of the Greek Orthodox 
Church, until the institution was of- 
ficially curbed by the Reds following 
the revolution eighteen years ago. 


The Greek and Russian Churches are 
very much alike in their beliefs, hav- 
ing the same creed and ritual in their 
religious practices. All of the seasonal 
services such as Easter and Christ- 
mas are held in accordance with the 
Gregorian Calendar which is twelve 
days behind our Julian Calendar. 


The Church buildings themselves are 
alike, inside and out. Neither of the 
two churches use pews. The people 
stand and kneel throughout the ser- 
vices. Only the languages are differ- 
ent. 


The Russian Church was therefore 
an off-shoot from the Greek. 


The two churches are under differ- 
ent heads but both use the same form 
of government, which is the Holy Sy- 
nod (composed of Bishops and Metro- 
politans). In Russia, the Holy Synod 
was supreme and all-important in 
ecclesiastical matters; however, its acts 
were illegal unless approved by the 
Czar at that time. 


The reason the Church of Russia 
had such controlling power over her 
subjects was because it was a State 
Church, established by law. 


Pagan In Character 


The will of the Church was the law. 
Back in the days of the Czars,. man 
systems of torture were invented, suc’ 
as banishment from the Empire. Any 
apostasy from the Church was punish- 
ed by severe penalties. The Church

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claimed the power of condemnation of 
the Russian people to eternal torments. 
The Metropolitan often publicly pro- 
oe his official curse upon offen- 
ers. 


Persons found treating the sacred 
Ikons (holy pictures) irreverently, were 
tortured mercilessly. 


In early Russian history the Czars 
and Queens of Russia were very cruel, 
and they would order religious offen- 
ders beaten to death, others were boil- 
ed in oil, some torn to pieces by iron 
hooks, gossipers had their tongues cut 
out, others had eyes dug out. 


The Russian Church had many tra- 
ditions of pagan inventions. Heathen- 
ism and superstition has always been 
very common among the Russian peo- 
ple. It was a custom to make pilgrim- 
ages to monasteries and the shrines 
of saints. 


No one has any idea the number of 
holy shrines there used to be in Rus- 
sia, dedicated to St. Nicholas alone, 
not to say anything about those to the 
Virgin Mary and other saints. 


Shrines were built on bridges like 
toll houses. At these placés people 
prayed morning, noon and night. 


The poorer classes often went on long 
and painful journeys, denying them- 
selves of everything because of their 
religious zeal. A devout Russian, no 
matter how busy he might be, would 
not pass a church, holy shrine, or sac- 
red picture (Ikon) of a saint, without 
stopping long enough to cross himself 
three times. 


The sign of the cross used to be so 
common, that when the peasants yawn- 
ed, they would make the sign over 
their mouths, “to prevent the Devil 
from getting in.” 


Sacred pictures (Ikons) were found 
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not only in churches, but in places of 
business, in homes, and in the streets. 
So great is the respect shown for them, 
that when thieves entered a room for 
the purpose of stealing, they would 
spread a handkerchief over the picture 
so that the saint, represented upon it, 
might not see them. 


In monasteries and churches, Ikons 
were richly adorned with precious 
stones of great value. Gifts of nobles 
were brought in and presented to pic- 
tures of the Virgin Mary and others. 


But while in a shrine, one would 
have to guard himself against pick- 
pockets. While crossing himself with 
the right hand, someone would try te 
rob you with the left. 


A Few Illustrations 


There are many traditions about the 
Saints and Ikons. 


The legends of St. Nicholas are al- 
most without number. He was the 
wonder-worker of all the saints. He 
belonged to the common people and the 
poor children. They were taught to 
implore his aid. There are many mir- 
acles credited to him, but I shall speak 
of only one. 


It is said that during a great famine 
in Russia, a wicked man kidnapped 
children whom he killed and cut 
into pieces, salted the flesh in tubs 
like pork, and then served it on his 
tables. 


When St. Nicholas visited this man’s 
house, he learned of the crime. As 
he made the sign of the cross over 
the tub, three children rose up alive, 
and began to praise St. Nicholas. His 
Holy Day is observed December 19th, 
of every year. 


One weird tradition about a certain 
Ikon of the Virgin Mary, will serve 
as a further illustration. This parti- 
cular Ikon is known for shedding tears 
on different occasions. The pilgrims 
used to buy her tears and put them 
into tear bottles to keep as holy relics. 


It was later discovered, however, 
that in the shrine behind the weeping 
Ikon, there was a special device made, 
whereby a monk with an eye-dropper 
would drop water through the eyes 
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of the holy Ikon, thus deceiving the 
people. 


I shall call attention to two of the 
more noted Ikons, both being of Mary 
and Jesus. One of them is shown in. 
connection with this article. It is call- 
ed the “Three Handed Ikon.” 


Tradition says that when Jesus was: 
born, the Mother was halding Him: 
in her arms; stooping to pick up some- 
thing, she accidently dropped Him. 
The Babe would have fallen had it 
not been for the fact that God per- 
formed a miracle by instantly forming: 
a third hand which saved Him. 


Some Russians believe, both in Rus- 
sia and America, that the third hand 
was given to Mary to care for poor 
people. 


The other Ikon that I have in mind 
is called the “Iberian Virgin”. The 
outstanding feature of this picture is 
a scar on one cheek. 


Tradition declares that a bad man 
stabbed the painting and it began to 
bleed. This Ikon has always been held 
in higher esteem by the Russian 
Church than any other. Mary is al- 
ways shown in it, as wearing a crown 
of gold, decorated with pearls and 
diamonds. 


For centuries the “Iberian Virgin’ 
has been credited with the possession 
of miraculous powers. In the past, 
Metropolitans have had special coaches 
drawn by horses, and with the priests, 
would make calls with this very sac- 
red Ikon. 


When the coach passed through the 
streets, great reverence was shown by 
every one. The priests would take 
the Ikon and visit the convents, and 
monasteries and private homes where 
mothers were in childbirth. 


When a new home was completed, 
the owner would send for the Ikon 
and beseech its special blessings and 
protection. It would also be taken to 
weddings, and people would place lib- 
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eral gifts before it. The income of 
this Ikon alone was estimated at ten 
thousand rubles a year. Money thus 
received would be divided among the 
Metropolitans. 


The Russian Church in Amer‘ca 


The painters of Ikons were usually 
monks. Many rules were prescribed 
for their behavior. A painter was to 
be humble and pious. Rules forbade 
him to gossip, to be quarrelsome or 
envious; nor could he be a drunkard, 
a robber or murderer. 


Such monks were forced to keep all 
the fast days and give themselves 
much to prayer. It was considered a 
blasphemy to paint an Ikon badly. All 
the Ikon painters were watched by the 
Metropolitans of the monasteries. 
When bad products were found, the 
Czar would punish the painters. 


Now let us turn our attention to the 
Russian Church in America. I am 
not in a position to say just how many 
Churches there are here, nor what the 
membership is, except that a Russian 
Church can be found almost in every 
State of the Union and Canada. In 
some states, they may be found in al- 
most every city. This is due to the 
fact that America has today, many 
thousands of Russians, like myself, 
within her borders. 


The Church has no spiritual life. 
Services are very ritualistic. Many 
heathen traditions from Russia are 
practiced in this Country. 


Not so long ago, I went to a Rus- 
sian Church in the State of Pennsyl- 
vania and the priest showed me many 
relics including the holy bones of a 
Saint, wrapped in a napkin, etc. I 
asked, “Who is this Saint?’. The 
priest replied: “The Bishop is the only 
one that has the record”. 


One cannot help feeling sad when he 
sees the awful darkness and supersti- 
tion connected with this form of reli- 
gion. 

It seems to the writer that the great- 
est interest of the Russian Church 
in the United States is its social 
activities. Sunday mornings, during 
the high mass, one often hears. the 
priest announce and stress the desira- 
bility of Church socials and other af- 
fairs, such as dances, picnics, bazaars, 
carnivals, and theatrical performances. 


Liquor and gambling devices are al- 
so connected with the most of these 
activities. If there are business men 
in the parish, they give donations of 
liquor, cigars, cigarettes, ete. 


The social committees are composed 
mostly of young people, often directed 
by their priest, who acts as chairman. 
The priest permits the desecration of 
the Sabbath. Most of these wicked 
Church affairs take place on Saturday 
nights and Sunday afternoons or eve- 
nings. 

The necessity of making such sinful 
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practices a great success is urged upon 
both the young people and the older 
folks of the parish. Their support is 
required and they do not hesitate in 
cooperating, by selling tickets and ad- 
vertising or helping in other ways. 


These Churches are guilty of starting 
many young people in the paths of sin 
and shame. Many an innocent boy and 
girl indulge for the first time in danc- 
ing, drinking and smoking, at these 
Russian Church gatherings. It is a 
common sight to see a priest stand 
at the bar and drink liquor with his 
parishioners. 


What are some of the after effects? 
I have known of some instances where 
men had fist fights, some taken to 
jail, others carried to ‘hospitals. De- 
moralized and wrecked homes often re- 
sult from such orgies. Intoxicated 
fathers and mothers frequently stag- 
ger home with their children, and all 
this is done in the name of religion 


and God! 


I believe that God is looking for men 
and women with pure hearts, clean in 
speech, Christlike in spirit and noble 
in conduct. “Blessed are the pure in 
heart; for they shall see God.” 


I was very prominent and active in 
my former connections with the Rus- 
sian Church. Two of my brother-in- 
laws were Russian priests. 


Saved From Religion 


I took a leading part in many of 
the Church’s social affairs, and was 
very religious according to their stan- 
dards. I sang in the choir. I went to 
confession and took Holy Communion 
regularly. I had great respect for sac- 
red Ikons, putting candles before them 
and also kissed and prayed to them. 
On special occasions I would bow my 
forehead against the floor and kiss the 
floor, then kneel and pray. At the 
end of every mass I would kiss the 
priest’s hand and that act was always 
accompanied with a_ benediction of 
“God bless you” from the priest. 


I would keep the Holy Days pre- 
scribed by the Church, and would also 
observe the great fasts previous to 
Easter and Christmas. Every Wednes- 
day and Friday during the year was 
a fast day. I always was very faith- 
ful to my Russian Church wntil I was 
converted. Then I was saved from 
religion to Christ! 


In the year 1924, there was a special 
revival campaign in progress in our 
city. My wife and son Peter went to 
one of the meetings and this was the 
first time they ever attended a Pro- 
testant service. That evening, both 
accepted the Lord as their Personal 
Savior. . 


After their conversion, my _ wife 
would try and tell me about the ex- 
perience, which had changed her heart. 
I would ignore her or laugh in her 
face. When she did not want to go to 
the Russian Church, I became angry. 


She and my son continued to go to 
the special meetings. One evening, I 
jumped on the running board of the 
car, as they were leaving the house, 
and dragged my wife from behind the 
steering wheel and forbade her to take 
the car. 

She showed a wonderful Christian

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spirit and said she wished that I would 
only go with her once, and see for 
myself what wonderful people the Prot- 
estants were. I started to swear all 
the more! Finally, she left the car 
in the driveway and started to walk. 


Soon after, I began to feel ashamed 
because of my conduct. That same 
evening I drove up to the tabernacle 
to meet my wife and she was so sur- 
prised to see me, she started to praise 
God. She had already made some new 
acquaintances with Christians and of 
course she introduced me to them. 


Some said that they were praying 
for me. I wondered why they wanted 
to pray for me because I thought that 
I was getting along all right. Had they 
said they would pray for me after I 
was dead and in purgatory, perhaps 
I would have understood them. 


The next evening I attended the 
meeting with Mrs. Slack and Peter, 
and for the first time heard the Gos- 
pel preached with sincerity. At the 
close of the service, I responded to the 
invitation and accepted Christ as my 
Savior. I can say to the glory of God 
that I never have been the same Rus- 
sian since! 

After this transformation took place 
in my life, the bad habits such as gam- 
bling, drinking, dancing and the use 
of tobacco, left me immediately. Later 
the Lord called me into His service as 
a Protestant minister. “Therefore if 
any man be in Christ, he is a new 
creature: old things are passed away; 
behold, all things are become new.” 
II Corinthians 5:17. 


Now, I can appreciate the meaning 
of Psalms 97:7: ‘“Confounded be all 
they that serve graven images, that 
boast themselves of idols.” 


Church Yields to Bolshevism 


During the reign of the Czars, prior 
to the Bolshevick revolution, there were 
thousands of true Christians in the 
Empire who had no fellowship with 
the State Church. They were Baptists, 
Lutherans, Mennonites, etc. These have 
also suffered unspeakable tortures, in- 
flicted by the new atheistic rulers. 


In view of the facts outlined in this 
article, we can understand how Athe- 
ism was able to gain such power in 
Russia. We can understand how the 
Reds were able to overthrow the Gov- 
ernment.

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6srFI\HE Heavens Are Telling” by Dr. 

Charles H. Tyndall, Ph. D., D.D., 
with an introduction by Dr. W. T. Wat- 
son, President Florida Bible Institute, 
is a remarkable exposition of Christian 
scholarship based on sound reasoning 
and faith. 


Dr. Watson states, “There are books 
that only a scientist can appreciate, but 
here is one that any Christian can read 
with interest and profit.” While read- 
ing this book one is deeply impressed 
with the greatness of God; one cannot 
escape the consciousness of the ever 
present Creator. 


In the preface the author tells us 
that all God’s works are robed in dif- 
ferent forms of energy. Whether one 
contemplates our own solar system or 
the distant stars in our own Galaxy, the 
wisdom and power of the Almighty 
is being manifested. 


The book does not pretend to be a 
text book on astronomy; it neverthe- 
less is most valuable as an introduction 
to this absorbing study. The termin- 
cology and the metaphors which the 
author employs lend themselves. ex- 
cellently to the average reader’s un- 
derstanding. 


The book will stir the power of im- 
agination in young minds. The reader 
may enjoy the luxury of a comprehen- 
sive view of the heavens as they can 
be seen through a modern telescope. 
The solar system may be viewed also 
through the eyes of the ancients. 


The author distinguishes between 
theory and fact, and makes reference 
to legitimate and speculative astrology. 
“Man,” he insists, “is not sentenced to 
the rule of fate but is free to deter- 
mine his own character and destiny.” 


The belief that human history has 
been governed by the stars is explained 
satisfactorily to the intelligent thinker. 
It is because of the influence of man’s 
thought in regard to the stars that his 
destiny has been changed. Attention 
is called to the incidents recorded in 
the Bible where the stars in their 
courses have either “fought against” 
the enemies of God’s people or else di- 
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rected the paths of the pious searchers 
for the truth. 


The “Gospel in the stars” receives 
passing notice. The author explains 
interesting facts in regard to the con- 
stellation of Coma. This star group 
accompanies the sign of Virgo, the 
virgin star, which according to tradition 
is carrying in one hand a branch and 
in the other shocks of grain and seed 
which have a symbolic meaning. 


Coma itself is portrayed as a young 
woman holding an infant boy, “the de- 
sire of all nations”. (Read Haggai 2:7) 
The star Spica in the grain which the 
virgin holds, has been given the He- 
brew name Tsemech, which means 
branch. (Read Jer. 23:5; Zech. 3:8; 
Isa. 4:2) 


Dr. Tyndall expresses the belief that 
God could speak to man and doubtless 
does speak to man his message of love 
and salvation through the stars. “The 
heavens are telling the wondrous story. 
... Every admirer of the starry heav- 
ens must agree with the Psalmist 
that they ‘declare the glory of God’ ”. 


Many false theories have yielded to 
facts. By the aid of stellar instruments 
man has been enabled to get a con- 
ception of God’s omnipotence, for “He 
made the stars”. . . and “He telleth the 
number of the stars”, (Gen. 1:16; Ps. 
147:4). 


The grandeur of the solar system 
alone is sufficient to baffle the human 
mind. The author takes care to give 
the information which is so useful in 
the comprehension of astoral terms. 
Not only does he give the distance of 
the sun as 92,900,000 miles, but he 
explains that it would take an aviator 
fifty-three years to cover this distance, 
even though he would not need to stop 
for fuel or rest and that he would have 
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to keep up a speed of 200 miles per 
hour. 


Many other interesting facts are 
given regarding the surface, tempera- 
ture, size and substance of the sun and 
the planets. The author calls atten- 
tion to the benefit of our sun’s rays. 
hints at its age, its future, its energy 
and atomic activity and: compares it 
to a furnace which is 868,000 miles in 
diameter. 

So great is the sun that all the planets 
combined are less than one-fourth of 
one per cent of that of the sun. More 
than one million three hundred thou- 
sand worlds could be dropped into it 
to fill it up, were that body a hollow 
sphere. It radiates at the rate of 
4,200,000 tons a second. 

The intricacies of solar weights and 
measures are also discussed. Quoting 
Berthoud, the author tells us that a 
cubic inch of the matter in Sirius B 
weighs 2,200 pounds if it could’ be 
weighed on earth, a thimble full would 
weigh 3,000,000 tons, heavy enough to 
compare with a load of freight cars 
934 miles long; the train could extend 
from New York to Chicago. 


Dr. Tyndall’s explanation of the sun 
spots, the location of the stars, their 
speed, gravity, etc., are most enlight- 
ening as is the information why the 
earth is not drawn into the sun spots. 
This, we are told, is due to the fact 
that the force which is behind the earth, 
is sending it on through space at the 
rate of 18 miles a second and by vir- 
tue of this swift motion counteracts 
and balances the gravitative pull of 
the sun. 


The reader is comforted by the fact 
that is contemplating these stupendous 
facts he may look to the ever present 
One, who has the power to say to the 
unnumbered millions of heavenly bodies 
whirling through space “thus far, and 
no farther”. 


While the reader is permitted to com- 
pare the speculations of scientists and 
pseudo-scientists, as to the origin of 
the planets, asteroids, meteors, and 
comets, the author recognizes only the 
great Creator as the original cause and 
also the source of all wisdom and 
knowledge. 


A unique feature of this book is “An 
excursion into our Galaxy”. The read- 
er is invited to step into a rocket which 
is propelled by the power of thought 
and which reaches out into the limits 
of creation, then brings the traveler 
back in an instant of time to the start- 
ing place. While the author uses his 
power of imagination in piloting this 
“light express” through boundless 
space, he nevertheless confines himself 
to sound scientific facts while on this 
imaginary excursion. 


The “traveler” is reminded that in 
the boundless spheres of the universe 
there is no such thing as time. This 
is merely a mental experience or sub- 
jected sensation. To God all things 


have an unchangeable vividness, all 
time to Him is an eternal now. His 
control over all things is immediate 
and universal because He is omnipotent 
and omniscient. 


The book abounds in Scriptural ref- 
erences and confirms the faith of the 
believer in an almighty, but benevo- 
lent God. “. .. there is, as there can 
be but one Infinite and that is the 
Creator of all the universes”. 


Considerable space is given to a de- 
scription of the methods used to under- 
stand and analyze the forces which 
control the universe. The author does 
not confine himself to a description 
of telescopes, spectroscopes and_ the 
Cepheid variables or astronomic photo- 
graphy. The reader is made conscious 
of the presence of God throughout the 
world of creation. 


The closing chapters of this remark- 
able book are given over to a study of 
God’s great purposes. The reader is 
brought back to earth for the purpose 
of studying it as well as his own com- 
plexities. Man indeed is “fearfully and 
wonderfully made”. God regards his 
infinitesimal and microscopic makeup 
as much as the boundless’ exterior 
world. 


The last chapter titled “Love With- 
out Limit” contains the most compre- 
hensive views on the Christian philos- 
ophy of life it has ever been our privi- 
lege to read. 


Though written in simple style this 
book of 130 pages enriches the read- 
er’s storehouse of knowledge and be- 
stows a benediction on the believer 
who has been fortunate enough to scan 
its pages.

But when public confidence fails, and 
when depressions come by way of fear, 
or deliberate rumors of bank and busi- 
ness failures, then deflation sets in; and 
the confidence-ballooned pyramid de- 
flates, collapses! Jt is a “confidenee” 
game — the world’s biggest, bar none! 


The oft repeated argument that de- 
pressions come in cycles is pure 
“hooey”! Likewise, that a boom of 
unparalleled business revival is now 
due, accompanied by an unprecedented 
spiritual revival in the churches. They 
that predict or believe this do not know 
the Antichrist residing in the Gold 
Cabal of the Jew Banking Cahilla. 
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There will be no relief from our eco- 
nomic plight until the money barons 
want it that way — unless perchance 
the American people wake up in time to 
deliver themselves from the grip of 
the octopus. The pirates may, of 
course, condescend to give us a “breath- 
ing spell” so we, through our toil, can 
create more power and more wealth for 
them. 


Or possibly their fear of the wave 
of anti-Semitism, now sweeping the 
world, may cause them to ease our 
pressure a little. Anti-Semitism is al- 
so of service to the little group of Jew- 
ish money-kings at the top, for ac- 
cording to the Protocols of the Wise 
Men of Zion, it enables them to manage 
their “lesser brethren” and hold them 
all together in “solidarity”. 


However, it all depends on Juda- 
ism’s decree or permission, and whether 
this proposed boom coincides with the 
money racket. 


But if they are now ready for the 
“yolitical smash”, the collapse can be 
easily engineered. 


Quoting Mr. Robert E. Edmondson, 
the unsubsidized investment-economist- 
publicist, this is done in one of two 
way: “(1) Influenced by suggestions or 
orders from secret controls, the bank- 
ing system may contract the imagin- 
ary money by recalling loans, which 
automatically annihilates the credit- 
money thus recalled, decreasing the 
volume of total money and shrinking 
the price-level accordingiy. (2) If 
the banking system does not react as 
ordered, it can be forced to do so by 
foreigners converting their credit-dol- 
lar balances into gold or currency and 
withdrawing same (from the country) 
for export, irrespective of legitimate 
trade requirements. 


“This shrinks the (gold) ‘base’, and 
compells the banking structure to col- 
lapse a part of the imaginary loan- 
money pyramid, which also collapses 
prices, and moves America into defla- 
tion and bankruptcy, in accord with 
the International Banking Conspiracy.” 


Introducing Mr. Joly 


From all appearances this vicious 
racket is a depression racket. It was 
either so designed or its fraudulent fea- 
tures were retained and further de- 
veloped after its possibilities for im- 
mense profit and gain were discovered. 


Inflation and deflation are their di- 
rectives by which they profit hugely 
either way. And in this arrangement, 
monopolies and speculation, greatly 
aid. 

Monopolies are Jewish creations, and 
they are Protocolic. 

Protocol number 6 reads: “We shall 
soon begin to establish huge monopolies, 
reservoirs of colossal riches, upon which 
even the large fortunes of the goyim 
will depend to such an extent, that

day of the political smash. ... You 
gentlemen here present, who are eco- 
nomists, just strike an estimate of the 
significance of this combination.” 


The authorship of this idea is Jew- 
ish, for the Jew, Maurice Joly, develop- 
ed the same idea long before the Proto- 
cols were written, in the 7th Dialogue; 
and on his Dialogues all the Proto- 
cols, and as well Protocol 6, are al- 
most literally based. 


Joly says: “By means of a decree, 
for instance, I would create huge mono- 
polies, reservoirs of public utility 
wealth, on which would depend the ex- 
istence of all private property so in- 
timately, that on the day of the political 
smash both would disappear together. 
You are a public economist, Montes- 
ome weigh the significance of this 
idea.” 


Monopolies in the Money’ Racket 
embody both inflation and deflation, 
and by bringing on first the former, and 
then the latter, the “political smash” 
is brought about. 


Let the reader remember that Joly’s 
“Dialogues” preceded the appearance 
of the Protocols by more than a quar- 
ter of a century. The similarity of 
the two documents is so evident that 
the London Times once published a 
series of articles charging the Proto- 
cols to be plagiarism of the “Dia- 
logues”. But, when it was recently 
proved that Joly was a Jew, the value 
of the Times’ argument was completely 
exploded. 


Both the Dialogues and the Proto- 
cols show every evidence of being of- 
ficial statements issued by the mys- 
terious, Jewish occult money ring at 
the top of the world’s financial pyra- 
mid, and were therefore never intended 
to reach Gentile hands. 


Sergius A. Nilus, a Russian Chris- 
tian and patriot, gained copies of the 
Protocols through secret channels and 
published them for the first time in 
1901. A copy of this original volume 
is on deposit in the British Museum 
at the present time. 


On the strength of the Protocols, 
Nilus predicted the Russian revolution 
far in advance, to be followed by an 
attempt at world revolution. All to 
be financed and directed by the Jewish 
money pirates. 


History In Advance 


Passing from the use of “Monopol- 
ies” to that of “Speculation”, by which 
inflation is produced, Maurice Joly 
says: “Trade and industry must be 
patronized intensively, but first and 
foremost speculation, the part played 
by which is to provide a counterpoise 
for industry.” 


Note how this idea is developed lat- 
er on. Thus he figures that the aris- 
tocrats of the goyim, the monopolists 
and predatory capitalists, “being by 
heredity incapable of contenting them- 
selves with little’, will all the more 
“rapidly burn up and fizzle out”. , 


But, if you will study Protocol num- 
ber 6, you will see where Joly’s idea 
is very much enlarged. You will now 
see embodied the ideas of class-war- 
fare, pink Socialism and red Commu- 
nism, strikes, depressions, riots and

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anarchy against a predatory capital- 
ism, the church, the home, the family 
and everything that can be made to 
appear “capitalistic”. 


Depressions are the means of 
“smashing” the latter, and depressions 
in the Money Racket are always the 
result of deflation. The latter are 
usually ordered after a “speculation 
and luxury craze” which has been en- 
couraged by the pirates. This is what 
happened after the speculation craze 
— stock market crashes of 1929 and 
193 


When Wall Street called in its loans, 
it did not call in check-book or imagi- 
nary money — it always calls in real 
money, currency, gold, physical money. 
And so the present depression, with its 
unemployment, was on! 


This made it easy for the paid or- 
ganizers of the money kings to organize 
cur unemployed into the ranks of Jew- 
ish Communism. Unemployment is 
still on, despite Government loans and 
relief, because business men needing 
loans and operating capital, have small 
confidence now in the banking system. 


Continuing with Protocol 6, note that 
the history of the present depression 
was written in advance, for these Pro- 
tocols became known back in the years 
1901 and 1905. This was over twenty- 
five years before the 1929 panic brought 
about their fulfillment. 


Of Speculation it says: “In the ab- 
sence of speculation industry will mul- 
tiply capital in private hands, and 
will serve to restore agriculture by 
freeing the land from indebtedness to 
the land banks. What we want is that 
industry shall drain off from the land, 
both labor and capital, and by means 
of speculation transfer into our hands 
all the money of the world, and there- 
by throw all the goyim into the ranks 
of the proletariat. Then the goyim will 
bow down before us, for no other rea- 
son but to get the right to exist. 


“To complete the ruin of industry 
of the goyim, we shall bring to the 
assistance of Speculation, the luxury 
which we have developed among the 
goyim, that greedy demand for luxury 
which is swallowing up everything. We 
shall raise the rate of wages (by 
strikes and riots) which however will 
not bring any advantage to the work- 
ers, for at the same time we shall pro- 


duce a rise in prices of the first nec- 
essaries of life, alleging that it arises 
from the decline of agriculture and 
cattle-breeding: we shall further un- 
dermine artfully and deeply the sources 
of production, by accustoming the 
workers to anarchy and drunkenness, 
and side by side therewith taking all 
measures to extirpate from the face 
of the earth all the educational forces 
of the goyim. 


In order that the true meaning of 
things may not strike the goyim be- 
fore the proper time, we shall mask it 
under an alleged ardent desire to serve 
the working classes, and the great prin- 
ciples of political economy, about which 
our economic theories are carrying on 
an energetic propaganda.”

Hence Communism, and the Social- 
istic idealism their rabbis prate so 
much about! And all their other mea- 
sures of Liberalism and Anarchy in 
the state, the church and the home, 
Modernism and hedonism and free-love 
immorality, are just so much poison 
to stagger and disintegrate the estab- 
lished Gentile order. 


Just as Protocol number 10 says: 
“When we introduced into the State 
organism the poison of liberalism, its 
whole political complexion underwent a 
change. States have been seized with 
a mortal illness — blood-poisoning. All 
that remains is to await the end of 
their death agony.” 


All this only partly explains the Why 
of Judaism’s money racket, of its gold 
standard international money set up, 
of monopolies including that of the 
press and news gathering, control and 
shaping of public opinion, suppressing 
and distorting the truth which the 
public ought to know. 


Thus operate together their Econom- 
ic and Revolutionary Fronts. All 
this is said to be hatched out and gov- 
erned from its Organization Front;

We now see clearly what Dr. Oscar 
Levy, that good, honest Jew, meant

Dr. Herzl, the father of Zionism, 
also divulges in his book on The Jewish 
State: “We are a people, One People. 
When we sink we are a revolutionary 
proletariat, the subordinate officers of 
a revolutionary party (Communism); 
when we rise, there rises also the ter- 
rible power of the purse (Capitalism).” 


But no writer, Jew or Gentile, de- 
scribes the Why of the Money Racket 
better than the Jewish author Sombart, 
in his suppressed book, “Jews and 
Modern Capitalism.” He says: “The 
great banks hold the handle which 
controls the stock exchange, and tend 
more and more to become the Masters 
of Economic Life. Only with the help 
of compatriots could the Rothschilds 
have reached their position of power, 
which dominates all others. Money 
contains the root idea of modern capi- 
talism. The Jews made an art of lend- 
ing money. They fathomed all its se- 
crets.

Antichrist Dream 


What is the ultimate aim and goal? 
Numerous Jewish writers have them- 
selves divulged Judaism’s world-aim.

in getting the Gospel to the greatest 
number of people possible. 


At different times in the history of 
the church God has been pleased to use 
different methods of reaching people 
but has never used a different message 
from that of salvation from sin through 
the blood of His only begotten Son. 


He gave some apostles, some pro- 
phets (preachers), some evangelists and 
some pastors and teachers, seemingly in 
their proper order of usefulness as 


though in prophetic succession. The 
early church had the ministry of stal- 
wart and uncompromising apostles. 
Then came an era of great preachers 
(prophets). Later followed the days of 
great evangelists, and for the past 
several years God’s special blessing has 
rested upon many faithful pastors and 
teachers who, late in the harvest sea- 
son, have been gathering some hand- 
picked fruit.

The oneness of man- 
kind will be affected by a oneness in 
religion. The nations will be united 
to give obeisance to the people of Is- 
rael; the granaries of Egypt and the 
treasures of Ethiopia will come to 
them; they will trod behind the Jewish 
people as prisoners in chains and will 
cast themselves down at their feet. 
Kings will rise before Israel and Prin- 
ces will bow down before it.” 


He goes on to say that the capital 
of the world will no longer be London, 
but Jerusalem. 


World supremacy for the Jews, and 
Gentile world enslavement to this apos- 
tate people through the power of 
gold which they worship; that is the 
World Menace in the Jewish Problem! 
It is a problem so vast that we cannot 
quote extensively to combat all of its 
phases in one discussion. 


But let us remember that Judaism’s 


Economic Front and its Money Racket 
are basic. In Protocol 20 we also read: 


“You are aware that the gold standard 
has been the ruin of States which 
adopted it, for it has not been able to 
satisfy the demands for money, the 
more so that we have removed gold 
from circulation as far as_ possible.” 


And so we again, as money and eco- 
nomics are basic in their aim for world 
supremacy, so must our study of their 
Money Racket be basic in combatting 
this international menace.

Along with the soul redeeming Gospel 
of Christ, cry out against this Anti- 
christ; and along with the saving truth 
which alone can make men free, let 
us speak against the enslavement of 
gold. Study and teach also, in matters 
of the new obedience, the subjects of 
honest money and Christian economics. 
You owe it to your nation, you owe it 
to Christ’s Kingdom, you owe it to 


your fellowmen, to expose dishonest 
and immoral directives. 
Besides aiding in such exposures 


and in teaching honest money, help to 
send Congressmen and Senators to 
Washington who will teach the same 
and restore to our Government the 
right of its issue and control our 
money, as its God-given Constitution 
provides. 


May America wrest itself free from 
this slavery to an alien race, which 
has ever, and will ever dream of World 
Enslavement. 





Mussolini Dreams of Sudan

EN years ago Mussolini an- 

nounced to the world his in- 
tention of restoring the Roman 
Empire. 


The revival began when Mussolini re- 
moved the Pope from the immediate 
possibility of inspiring a_hierarchal 
renaissance with world dominion as its 
object, by ratifying the formation of an 
independent state in Italy for the 
Vatican. 


Gradually this man of destiny rose 
to power by strategy, force of will, 
statecraft and bluff. He possessed an 
unusually astute personality. Where he 
could not win by easy persuasion, he 
hammered until his legions of black 
shirts thought and moved as one man. 


Mussolini’s rapid development as a 
great dictator was viewed with appre- 
hension by statesmen of surrounding 
nations, particularly France. Jt began 
to be realized that in the rotund frame 
of this wily soldier lay a possible power 
for world disturbance. Italy’s long 
tentacles of subversive activities, inno- 
cently clothed, began an insidious ex- 
tension into every Mediterranean 
country. 
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We find these tentacles dangerously 
tenacious today. 


Wants the Sudan 


Mussolini’s intentions are more clear- 
ly understood in diplomatic circles than 
they were ten years ago. Millions have 
recanted who once said, “Mussolini is 
all bluff; he will never perform.” 


But it is only a smaller circle who real- 
ize that his aim is to create an Empire 
not only equal to, but greater in splen- 
dor than that of the Caesars. All the re- 
sources of Italy and her colonies—men, 
money, and influence, are already con- 
scripted to achieve this end. 





First Libya fell on the steps of this 
doughty dictator, and before the cur- 
tain dropped in the first act, Ethiopia 
in a welter of bloed, paid the price of 
her resistance to this man of destiny 
who could defy the world’s strongest 
nations and scoff at their united 
threats. 


What will be the next venture of the 
intrepid Il Duce? It is well known in 
Near East circles that intense subter- 
ranean efforts are now being carried 
forward by Italy in Sudan, while the ° 
watchful eye of England, Sudan’s 
guardian, is especially directed toward 
that very desirable African country 
with a view of checking Italy’s subver- 
sive influence there. 


To consummate a restoration of the 
old Roman Empire on the scale that 
Mussolini premeditates, especially since 
the world is still agonizing in economic 
distress, with Italy staggering under 
the load of her expensive Ethiopian 
campaign, would not seem to be within 
the realm of human possibility. 


But that Italy’s dictator is a super- 
man millions no longer doubt. His own 
subjects generally believe that he is 
under God’s guidance; others through- 
out the world consider that he is con- 
trolled by Satan. He believes himself 
invested with Divine power and guided 
by Celestial beings. 

He resembles, in many respects, the 
Antichrist whose coming prophetic stu- 
dents have anticipated throughout the 
present age. The Bible says Antichrist

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is to be a rejector of God and honors a 
“strange god” or the ged of forces 
(Dan. 11:37-39). 


Roman Cruelty 


We must remember that in the begin- 
ning of Roman history the Spirit of hér 
Empire-building was characterized by 
the clash of steel. Rome became mis- 
tress of the world through bloodshed, 
oppression and cruelty. 


It was about the time of Priscilla’s 
second visit to Rome, (64 A. D.) that 
the first Colosseum built of stone was 
erected. In the day of the opening there 
was a grand display of wild, ferocious, 
beasts, maddened with hunger. Many 
Christians were thrown to them. 


The Emperor called for the Architect, 
to invest him with a laurel crown. When 
the Architect beheld the frightful scene 
in the arena below; the victims with 
spurting blood, the fierce growls of 
beasts, mingled with cracking bones, 
screams, and dying groans of the Chris- 
tians, he cried out with a loud voice: 
“JT, too, am a Christian!” “To the lions 
with him! To the lions!” shouted the 
angry mob, and to the lions they threw 
him, to win an immortal crown. 


Military power exercised with im- 
placa’sle cruelty characterized the rise 
of the Roman Empire. About the year 
161 B. C. Judas Maccabeus heard of the 
Romans as the conquerors of Philip 
Perseus, and Antiochus (I Macc. 8:56) 
“It was told him also how they de- 
stroyed and brought under their domin- 
ion all other kingdoms and isles that at 
any time resisted them, but with 
friends and such as relied upon them 
they kept amity” (I Macc. 8:11, 12). 


This record is of course quoted from 
the Apocrypha of the Old Testament. 
The exercise too, of despotism on the 
part of the Romans, reduced all its sub- 
jects to a dead level and was a power- 
ful instrument in breaking upon the 
pride of privileged races and sweeping 
away national religions. 

Between the years 1924 and 1927 
Mussolini studied assiduously the his- 


tory of the Roman Empire and the 
Bible. He became saturated with the 
Spirit of the outstanding figures of 
ancient Rome, and noted with concern 
and admiration that the compromise, 
which Papal Rome had made with 
Pagan Rome had gradually weakened 
the State and increased the arrogance 
of the Popes and splendor of the Hier- 
archy. 


He determined to overcome this in- 
equality in his future imperial re- 
organization. He conceived that to re- 
store the Roman Empire implies the, 
necessity for the same spirit of ruth- 
lessness which animated ancient Rome 
—that this spirit must first be revived. 


As I view it, Mussolini having fixed 
on this point, now regards it as the 
strong foundation upon which to rest 
his hope of a series of meteoric tri-* 
umphs. He has incarnated both the com- 
mendable and the evil qualities of the 
militant Emperors of the Iron Kingdom. 


First the friendliness, liberality and 
sagacity of Augustus who carved out 
for himself the supreme control of 
every department of State. Augustus 
tried in vain to conceal the basis of his 
power which lay in the liberal support 
of the Roman army. In every essential 
respect Mussolini has copied the formu- 
la for conquest from Augustus, the first 
Emperor to be acknowledged as an 
Imperator. 


Sudan Easy to Attack 


As no other human could, Mussolini 
has envisioned the enormity of his task 
—the restoration of the Ancient Roman 
Empire with all its glory of successful 
conquest; its rapidity in expanding do- 


minion; its tribute of wealth from vas- + 


sal nations; its concentration of cultural 
and administrative knewledge in Rome; 
and the steady hopefulness in the Em- 
perors of creating a Millennial perfec- 
tion by subduing alien nations and 
kingdoms. 

In all these respects the Italian dicta- 
tor’s dream is but the reincarnation of 
the undying ambitions of former Roman 
dictators; but he also embodies in that 
dream his personal passions for ag- 
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grandisement, wealth and imperalism 
supreme. 


Mussolini’s Ethiopian adventure is 
but the initial strategic step toward the 
realization of his ambitions. He hopes 
in turn to annex Anglo Egyptian Sudan, 
Egypt, Palestine, Syria and Iraq, as the 
first of a series cf carefully engineered 
political exploits which he hopes will 
obviate to some extent the necessity for 
employment of arms. 


Geographically, Sudan is the easiest 
of access by armed Italian invasion 
from Western Abyssinia and Eritrea. It 
can be invaded on the West from Lybia 
a country already at the steps of Italy. 


Grave fears have been expressed for 
the future of Sudan if Mussolini should 
once clinch his fist for action. But the 
fate of Sudan is so linked up with 


\ 


Egypt politically and geographically ° 


that the two countries must be deemed 
inseparable in case of aggression 
against either. 


Mussolini contemptuously replied to 
Britain’s proposal to offer him a part 
of Nubia for an early halt in the 
Ethiopian invasion, “I am not 2 col- 
lector of deserts.” 


It is true there are desert tracts in 
Nubia, a province which embraces the 


larger part of Sudan, but the country j 


is in reality a dazzling priz> in the eyes 
of the covetous superman. 


Anglo-Egyptian Sudan is more than 
twice the size of Egypt, having a total 
area of 984,520 English square miles, 
and an estimated population of nearly 
4,000,000. It is divided into 13 provinces 
having capitals, each province governed 
by an English Mudir, or governor. The 
inhabitants are partly Arabs, partly 
Negroes, and partly Nubian, including 
some 4,000 Europeans and Americans. 


Both the White Nile and Blue Nile, 
water the main valleys of Sudan. These 
two great streams have a total irriga- 
tion length in Sudan of more than 2,000 
miles. This, with 500 miles of coast 
bordering the Red Sea, offers a temp- 
ting bait for expansion to the usurper 
of helpless Ethiopia, since Eritrea and 
Ethiopia together provide too limited a 
sphere of colonial speculation in the 
mind of the Italian conqueror. 


The Nubian portion of Sudan is rich 
and susceptible of still greater develop- 
ment of its resources. The Tokar region 
alone produces more than 7,000 tons of 
excellent cotton annually. In the Sennar 
region irrigation work on a large scale 
is in progress. The western bank of the 
White Nile and the Kordofan Province 
afford pasturage for countless herds of 
excellent cattle, and the gum forest of 
the latter province provide one of the 
principle exports of Sudan. 

South-East Nubia borders on Eritrea 
and is topographically identified with 
it. Certain areas of this district have 
made much progress under the British.

Further inland the country is dotted 
with thriving cities and peaceful vil- 
lages. Extensive Missionary activity in 
many porticns of Sudan by various 
Evangelical organizations, dur’ng the 
last ten years, has produced a remark- 
able improvement in the status of the 
inhabitants. 


If Mussolini acquires Sudan he will 
then possess an unbroken strip of terri- 
tory from the Mediterranean to the 
Indizn Ocean, from north Libya to 
Italian Somaliland (inclusive), a terri- 
tory more than one-fourth the size of 
all Africa, and more than 18 times the 
size of Italy. 


Following the Caesars 


Italian press reports recently stated 
that Mussolini had voiced his desire to 
annex a part of Nubia to Eritrea. Other 
more recent despatches from French 
sources state that Italian colonists and 
commercial men have begun to exploit 
the resources of Sudan and are securing 
concessions in that ccuntry wherever 
opportunity offers. 


Years ago Mussolini conceived that 
his schemes for annexation of desirable 
territories would meet with armed re- 
sistance. He felt that he must win. It 
would require more than a dauntless 
spirit and a quenchless passion for the 
spoils of war. He therefore looked to 
Caligula, Nero, and Domitian, for di- 
rection in military tactics, and a ruth- 
less show of barbarism with unpitying 
cruelty. : 


Those Emperors could shed _ the 
noblest blood with impunity, so long as 
the soldiery and the populace were not 
offended. The story of the heartless 
decimation of Ethiopian non-combat- 
ants by Italian bombs and poison gas 
has already passed into history. 


Is it any wonder that the Sudanese, 
moved with great fear, have petitioned 
Great Britain to provide them with 
arms and to make extensive prepara- 
tions for defense? ‘He shall enter into 
the countries, and shall overflow (from 
one country to another) and pass 
over . . . and many countries shall be 
overthrown . . ..and the land of Egypt 
shall not escape ... he shall go forth 
with great fury to destroy, and utterly 
to make away many.” (Dan. 11, clauses 
from the 40th to the 44 verses, inclus- 
ive). 

With the spread of Christianity the 
first century after Christ, and the 
martyrdom of all the Apostles (with 
the exception of St. John) and the 
sacrificing of countless thousands of 
Christians in the blood-soaked arena of 
Rome, there brooded a spirit of un- 
checked lawlessness in the State. 


The tide of evil intensified as the 
Empire glorified the sport of the 
Arena. Corruption, widespread, seemed 
to defy every human remedy. Moral and 
political degradation went hand in 
hand. The cruelty, sensuality, the mon- 
strous and unnatural wickedness of this 
cree are accurately revealed by the 

istorians. 


Men and women became habituated to 
the shrieks of dying gladiators whom 
they applauded with joy. This was the 
social state of the Empire which Chris- 
tianity had to reform and purify. And 
out of this evolved the false system of 


the Roman Catholic Hierarchy repre- 
senting compromise rat.er than repen- 
tance. 


Power of Thought 
To-day Mussolini stands in the eyes 
of millions as a demigod. He has ac- 
quired this distinction through the sub- 
tle alchemy of thought transference. 


The spirit of generations of Roman 
imperialists has been transfused int» 
his blood, with all the attendant glorifi- 
cation of the hideous deeds of Rome. 
He “shall do according to his will”. 
(Dan. 11:36), because this accumulated 
force has responded to his vibration. To 
him it is music of thrilling sweetness. 
He honors it as God; increases it with 
glory (Den 11: 38. 39); and finally will 
magnify himself above it (v. 36). 


British diplomacy in the Near East 
today is weak, uncertain, confused. 
Negotiaticns with a view of safe-guard- 
ing Sudan and Egypt are in progress. 


Last month Great Britain ratified an 
agreement with Egypt that seems to 
strengthen the future of Egypt’s self- 
defense in case of enemy aggression 
and at the same time reinforces 
Britain’s guardianship of the Suez 
Canal, providing for Sudan a higher 
state of military efficiency. 

It is the indigent Sudanese who would 
regard the fall of Western Ethiopia as 
a sinister omen for Sudan. They have 


nothing to gain from  Mussolini’s 
philanthropy, neither from his military 
methods of “civilizing” backward races. 
Sudan has lost its undercurrent of hos- 
tility against British control and rests 
tranquilly upon the prestige of British 
culture and the signs of modern prog- 
ress under the rule of British Mudirs. 


What then can change the map of 
Aifrica so that Sudan will be to Italy 
what Mussolini’s dream portends? 


Perhaps a European conflict grow- 
ing out of the struggle for Fascist 
supremacy in Spain, which is now 
startling the world, will offer Mussolini 
an opportunity for seizure, at a negligi- 
ble compromise, of the already enriched 
middle waters of the Nile. 


“He shall enter into the countries and 
overflow and pass over ... and the land 
of Egypt shall not escape. But he shall 
have power over the treasures of gold 
and silver (the museum of Egypt con- 
tains the fabulous treasures of King 
Tut’s tombs at Luxor) and over all the 
precious things of Egypt (the Nile and 
its boundless productive resources)’’. 
(Dan. 11:42,48). 

Now we behold the “man of destiny’” 
stretching forth his hand toward these 
treasures; but thinly does he conceal 
his object of grasping them, for his 
pride of conquest is ever stimulated by 
super-human assurance and self-confi- 
dence. 





The Question That Settles Destiny

(Editor’s Note: The following ad- 
dress was delivered by Dr. Smith a few 
weeks ago, in Charles Spurgeon’s his- 
toric Tabernacle of London, England.) 
WHAT shall I do then with 

_Jesus_ which is called 
Christ?” (Matt. 27:22). 

That was Pilate’s problem. Again and 
again he had tried to save Jesus and 
had failed. Then bringing out Barab- 
bas he asked them to choose. Surely, 
he thought, they will take Jesus in 
preference to a murderer. But they 
chose Barabbas. Then came Pilate’s 
question: “What shall I do with Je- 
sus?” 


You Must Do Something 


You will have to do something. You 
cannot get rid of Him. Pilate made 
several vain attempts to shift the re- 
sponsibility, but even Pilate had to take 
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sides. He first tried to have Him 
judged by the Jews, then he sent Him 
to Herod, and finally he washed his 
hands of the whole matter. 


_ There is a legend told about Pilate. 
in Hades. In front of him is a basin 
of water in which he is washing his 
hands. Every now and then he lifts 
them out of the basin and lo, they are 
red with blood. Again and again he 
plunges them into the water seeking: 
to remove the stains, but in vain. And 
at last, in an agony of despair, he cries 
out, “Will they never be clean! Will 
they never be clean!” No, Pilate, your 
hands can never be clean; they are 
— with the blood of the Son of 
od. 


Only Two Alternatives 


There are only two alternatives. You 
must either accept or reject Him; there 
can be no neutral ground. Before He 
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was offered you could ignore Him, but 
not now. The moment a gift is tender- 
ed you are bound to make a decision. 
Until it has been presented you may, 
of course, ignore it, but as soon as it 
has been offered to you, you are fore- 
ed to act. You may decide to reject 
it, or it may please you to accept; but 
ignore, you cannot. Now, Jesus Christ 
has been offered to you. No longer 
is it possible to ignore Him. He must 
be accepted or rejected. It is for you 
to decide. 


And you have only the present in 
which to decide. God holds out no 
promise for the future. It is now or 
never. On the great Judgment Day 
it will be too late. The question then 
will be: “What will Jesus do with me?” 


There is no other question at ail 
important so far as you are concern- 
ed until you have satisfactorily answer- 
ed this one. The problem is not: 
“What shall I do about church mem- 
bership, baptism, the Lord’s Supper, 
turning over a new leaf, accepting this 
doctrine or that,” but: “What shall I 
do with Jesus?” 


The great question at the Judgment 
Day will not be: “How deeply have you 
sinned?” God will judge the world 
as to its attitude toward His Son. Not 
“sins,” but “sin,” unbelief, the rejection 
of Christ, will be the basis of condem- 
nation. In other words, it is not a sin- 
question, but a Son-question. And in 
answering it, you are answering the 
and only question that can settle your 
eternal destiny, namely, “What shall I 
do then with Jesus which is called 
Christ ?” 


God Not Imputing Trespasses 


There never was a time when God 
did not love man. He always wanted 
to forgive, but He couldn’t. Man had 
sinned, and the great barrier of man’s 
guilt stood between. “The soul that 
sinneth, it shall die,” was God’s law, 
and it was unchangeable. The death 
penalty must be enacted. Then how 
could God be just and true to His own 
law, and at the same time justify the 
sinner? Ah, that was the problem! 
Sin must be dealt with, and God’s law 
upheld. 


Then came Jesus, His own well-be- 
loved Son, and freely gave Himself to 
be a Sin-Offering, willingly became a 
Curse. He paid the penalty, and died 
in man’s stead. Oh, what love. What 
wondrous love! At last the awful bar- 
rier was for ever removed, and sin 
put away. Also the law of God was up- 
ei The death penalty had been exe- 
cuted. 


Where did He take our sin? I can- 
not tell. All I know is that He buried 
it, as it were, in the depths of the sea;

Oh, blessed 
Word: “NOT imputing their trespasses 
unto them” (2 Cor. 5:19). “The Lord 
hath laid on Him the iniquity of us 
all” (Isa. 53:6). All the world, that 


means; not only the saved, but all— 
God is no longer condemning them for 
The Sin Question was set- 


their sins. 


tled once for all on Calvary’s cross 
more than 1,900 years ago. You may 
not understand it, but you can believe 
and accept it. 


You have sinned; you have trespass- 
ed; you are guilty. But were I to tell 
you that God is imputing your tres- 
passes to you, and that you must put 
forth all the effort of which you are 
capable; that you must struggle and 


work in order to make atonement, what 


awful darkness, hopelessness and des- 


pair it would plunge you into! That 
weuld be Bad News, indeed. “When 
have I worked enough? How long 


must I toil? Will I ever be able to 
pay the price? Oh, I wonder if I have 
done sufficient to be saved at last?” 


rend your heart, questions that would 
have to remain unanswered until the 
Judgment Day. 

But, thank God, that is not my mes- 
sage. Rather it is this: “God was in 
Christ, reconciling the world unto Him- 
self, NOT imputing their trespasses un- 
to them; and hath committed unto us 
the message of reconciliation. Now 
then we are ambassadors for Christ, 
as though God did beseech you by us: 
we pray in Christ’s stead, be ye recon- 
ciled to God. For He hath made Him 
to be Sin for us who knew no sin; that 
we might be made the Righteousness of 
God in Him” (2 Cor. 5:19-21). 

That is my message. God is not im- 
puting your trespasses to you: He is

imputing, counting them against, or 
reckoning them, to His Son, and you 
must believe it. “He hath made Him 
to be Sin for us.” The debt has been 
paid by Christ. Sin had estranged you 
from God, but now the account is set- 
tled, and reconciliation made. Christ 
took the death, your death, in order 
that you might have the Life, His Life. 


There will come a time, however, 
when God will impute your sins to you, 
both sins and sin, simply because you 
will not now accept His provision; but 
that day is not yet. “He is the Propi- 
tiation for our sins: and not for ours 
only, but also for the sins of the whole 
world” ( 1 John 2:2). This is God’s 
day of grace. 

Why You Will Perish 

And if you perish now, my friend, 
it will be because you will not accept 
the Lord Jesus Christ as your Savior. 
The one thing that God is concerned 
about is your attitude toward His Son. 
The one sin that the Holy Spirit con- 
victs the world of is the sin of unbe- 
lief. “Of sin, because they believe not 
on Me” (John 16:9). “He that be- 
lieveth on Him is not condemned.” 
Note, it does not say, “He that is a 
good church—member,” nor, “He that is 
religious, moral and upright.” It says, 
“He that believeth on Him is not con- 
demned. But He that believeth not ‘s 
condemned already.” And why? Be- 
cause he is a murderer, a thief, a liar? 
No! Because he is not a member of 
the church and has never been baptiz- 
ed? No! “He that believeth not is 
condemned already because he hath not 
believed in the name of the only be- 
gotten Son of God” (John 3:18). That 
is the damning sin—unbelief. 


Not “sins” but “sin”. God holds you 
guilty of the rejection of His Son. 
That was the subject of almost every 
sermon preached by the early disciples. 
They mention only one sin; make but 
one charge—the rejection and cruci- 
fixion of the Lord Jesus Christ; men 
would not believe. And in your un- 
belief you identify yourself with the 
murderers of the Son of God. Will you 
continue in unbelief? Are you going to 
crucify Him afresh? 
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The Reason Men are Lost. 


It is not so much because of what 
you have done that you must perish, 
but because of what you have not done. 
Again and again the invitation has 
been extended to you, but you have 
not accepted it. Scores, yea, hundreds 
of times you have listened to it, and 
each time you have deliberately turned 
your back on it. God has called, but 
you have not answered. He has plead- 
ed, but you have not heeded. Over 
and over you have heard the summons, 
Come, for all things are now ready. 
Come unto Me. Whosoever will, let 
him come. Come! Come! It has thun- 
dered in your ears. On the street cor- 
ner, in church and mission hall, from 
pulpit and platform, in tracts and 
books, through the pages of the Bible 
—everywhere you have heard the call, 
you have been given the _ invitation. 
And in two sayings from the lips of 
Christ and one by the Holy Spirit 
through Paul and Barnabas your whole 
case is summed up: “How often would 
I, and ye would not. Ye will not come 
unto Me that ye might have Life. It 
was necessary that the Word of God 
should have been spoken to you: but 
ye put it from you.” That is the rea- 
son and the only one. And God help 
you when you have to admit it before 
the Judgment Bar! 


But, you exclaim, that is not fair. 
Why should I be condemned simply 
because I have rejected Jesus Christ! 
My life otherwise has been most ex- 
emplary. Am I to be judged for this 
one sin? 


A Kind Father But Cruel Husband 


Listen! Suppose a husband and fath- 
er has a reputation in his community for 
being unusually kind to his children, 
to his aged mother who is living with 
him, and to his neighbours. But sup- 
pose he ill-treats his wife, whom he 
has sworn to love and cherish, thrusts 
her out of the door, and after beating 
her unmercifully, kicks her into the 
street—what would be the verdict? Is 
there.a court in the land that would 
acquit him? Even if he could summon 
witnesses to declare how kind he had 
been to his neighbors, his children and 
mother; even if his character apart 
from the treatment accorded his wife 
was of the very highest standard — 
would that suffice? You know as well as 
I do that there isn’t a judge in the 
country but who would condemn and 
sentence him because of the cruelty 
shown to his wife, in spite of the kind- 
ness lavished on others.

Possibly no one could bring a charge 
against your character. You have 
obeyed the Golden Rule to the best of 
your ability.

And yet you have ill-treated 
the Son of God. Again and again you 
have rejected His offers of mercy. 
Outside the door of your heart He has 
stood for years, but never yet have you 
been kind enough to let Him in. Now 
what do you suppose God will say 
when you stand in His presence? Will 
your kindness to your fellow-men make 
up for your kindness to Jesus Christ? 
Is there a possible hope of acquittal? 
Not if the Bible is the Word of God. 
Hence, it is fair after all. Your other 
sins fade into insignificance in the face 
ot this, your greatest of all crimes, 
the rejection of the Son cf God. 


“What Have I Done?” 


Let us imagine, my friend, that you, 
too, have died and been ushered into 
the presence of God, only to hear Him 
say, “Depart from Me.” 


“But, Lord,” you exclaim in amaze- 
ment, “what have.I done?” 


“Nothing; that’s the trouble,” God 
replies. “You utterly ignored my in- 
vitation. The Holy Spirit followed you 
all the days of your life. You were 
given opportunities without number. 
But you did nothing, paid no attention, 
would not come.

“rf HIS know also, that in the 
last days perilous times shall 
come.” 


The Apostle Paul, writing to Timo- 
thy, said that perilous times would 
come. He said they would come in 
the “last days.” He was writing con- 
cerning the last days of the age of 
grace. 

How near we are to the end of those 
days we can not say, for this no one 
knows but the Father.

experienced the horrors of the World 
War. 


“With Prussian exactness, the order 
specifies even the barracks in which the 
recipient is to report, what he is to 
bring with him in the way of clothing, 
what he is to do in case he meanwhile 
changes his residence, etc. 


“The order is a blue sheet of paper, 
eight by five inches. Written crosswise 
on the face of it the words: ‘This 
order serves in lieu of a ticket on the 
railways to the point where the ad- 
dressee must report.’ 


“The text of the order follows: 


““As soon as the mobilization order 
has been given, you must report on the 
—day of mobilization by—o’clock in— 
at the barracks, without awaiting a new 
order.’ 


“‘The military papers must be 
brought along. The regulations on the 
reverse side of this order must be ob- 
served.’ 


“Should a new order be handed to 
you, this (kriegsbeorderung) becomes 
null and void and must be destroyed by 
the addressee. As regards what is to 
be done in the event of your moving to 
some other defense district, see para- 
graph three on the reverse side.’ 


“Page two contains the ‘regulations’ 
and reads: 


“‘This kriegsbeorderung is to be 
kept secret and in a safe place. When 
the defense passport has been handed 
you, add this document to it.’ 


“Failure to live up to the terms of 
this kriegsbeorderung will be punished 
by martial law.’ 


“‘The person thus summoned is sub- 
ject to martial law from the first day 
of its becoming effective.’ 


“‘In so far as you possess them and 
they are still good for use in war, bring 
with you: 


“‘Two undershirts, two drawers, 
three pair of stockings, marching boots, 
a woolen cover; in winter especially an 
underjacket, ear protectors, gloves with 
fingers, pulse warmers.’ 


“‘Moreover: Army kit, pup tent, 
military belt, bread bag, field bottle, 
cooking utensils, knife, fork and spoon.’ 


“© In so far as these articles can be 
used they will be paid for in cash. In 
addition, containers for your own civil- 
ian clothes must be brought along.’ ” 

This official government order, car- 
ried in the pockets of millions of Ger- 
mans can mean but one thing— 


Germany anticipates an early struggle 
with Soviet Russia. 


Prophetic Background 


Leaving these ominous developments 
for the present, let us turn our atten- 
tion to chapters 87, 38 and 39 of 
Ezekiel, which outline the end-time 
position of both Russia and Germany. 
Three striking developments are antici- 
pated: 


(1) That the Russian people and the 
German people will eventually be 
a together to stand solidly uni- 
ted. 


(2) That a future attack against Pal- 
estine will be directed from Moscow. 


(3) Tnat the Jews will be occupying 
Palestine, as a nation, when this attack 
takes place. Chapter 36 of Ezekiel, an- 
nounces the restoration of Israel and 
the 37th supplies the symbol under 
which it is today coming to pass. 


The prophet was lifted to a vantage 
point where he could look down upon a 
valley of dry bones. Verse 11 says that 
the vision refers to “the whole house of 
Israel”, 


The “valley” represents Jewish dis- 
persion among the Gentile nations. The 
coming of breath into the bones refers 
to the present rebirth of nationalism 
among Jews throughout the world. 
Sinew, flesh, and skin symbolize a fully 
organized and equipped nationhood. The 
shaking of the bones and their coming 
together, joint with joint, is now being 
fulfilled through international Zionism. 
The wind, blowing from the four direc- 
tions, anticipates their return to Pales- 
tine from the four corners of the earth. 


Any effort to keep the Jewish people 
from settling in the Holy Land must 
result in ultimate failure because the 
ps word of prophecy” will be fulfill- 
ed. 

Arabs naturally resent the influx of 
the new population into the territory 
which they have occupied for centuries. 
But powerful Jewish influences, in the 
English government, assures the Jews 
of all the help they need, as long as 
Great Britain holds the mandate over 
Palestine. 

In fact, during the last month, twen- 
ty thousand additional British soldiers 
have been sent there to keep law and 
order. If the mandate should later be 
transferred to Mussolini, the same situ- 
ation would continue, because of the 
system of Jewish control which sur- 
rounds him. 

Jonah is a type of the Jews. The sea 
monster typifies the Gentile nations. 
Jonah was indigestible. The Jews are 
indigestible. 
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The inner organs of all countries are 
being torn by anarchy because the Jew 
lacks adjustment to his Gentile environ- 
ment. He is responsible for the clash of 
class hatreds which is today destroying 
orderly government throughout the 
world. The international radical move- 
ment is a Jewish movement! 


In line with Bible prophecy, all cown- 
tries should insist that the Jews go 
back to their native land without delay. 


This policy should please the Zionist 
movement, and certainly the effect 
would be most beneficial upon the 
Gentile nations which are suffering 
from the present maladjustment of this 
nomad people. 


“The Chief Prince” 


Having identified Israel in Ezekiel’s 
prophecy, we will now turn our atten- 
tion to the next character—‘Gog, the 
land of Magog, the chief prince of 
Meshech and Tubal.” 

First, let us take note of the term 
which is translated chief in the King 
James Version of the Bible. The He- 
brew word is Rosh and when correctly 
translated, it is a proper noun and not 
an adjective. 


Russia’s past, from the tenth century 
backward, is for most part veiled in 
mystery to modern historians. The 
Byzantine writers referred to the terri- 
tory now called Russia, as hoi Ros. 


The hoi Ros of antiquity, and the 
Rosh. of the book of Ezekiel, represent 
one and the same race—the root stock 
from which the Russians came. 


_ These ancient people are described as 
living in the region of the Rha river 
which is now the Volga. 


The foot-note in the Scofield Refer- 
ence Bible says: “The reference to 
Meshech and Tubal (Moscow and 
ng a is a clear mark of identifica- 
ion.” 


Gesenius, who has been called “one 
of the greatest authorities on Hebrew 
definition”, asks: 


“Is it only a coincidence that the im- 
portant centers of the western and 
eastern halves of the Russian state 
should be named Moscow, located on 
the Moskva river, and Tobolsk, located 
on the Tobol? Here we have the same 
name given to a river, a town, and a 
people.” 

There can be no doubt but what the 
Meshech of Ezekiel 38:2 is the modern 
city oi Moscow. 


“Gomer” 

Several other countries are associ- 
ated with Gog of Meshech, in the final 
alignment of the end-time, but for the 
present we are interested in only one 
of them, Gomer. 


Ezekiel 38:6, “Gomer, and all his 
bands; the house of Togarmah of the 
north quarters, and all his bands: and 
many people with thee.” 


Gomer represents modern Germany. 


This name first appears in Genesis 
10:2, referring to the oldest son of 
Japheth. 

Japheth, the progenitor of the white 
races, was a son of Noah. Genesis 10:3 
shows that Gomer had three sons, one 
of whom was called Ashkenaz. 


Today, the word Ashkenaz means 
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Germany, in the Jewish language. The 
treatise in the Encyclopedia Britannica 
which deals with this subject, contains 
the following phrase: “The Ashkenazic, 
or German, Jews.” 


Meshech was the sixth son of Ja- 
pheth. In other words, Gomer and Me- 
shech were brothers. During the closing 
scenes of this age, they are destined to 
stand together once more—Meshech re- 
presenting Russia and Gomer repre- 
senting Germany. 


_ Ezekiel describes this merger as be- 
ing based upon the principle of anti- 
Semitism. 


War In Palestine 

The People’s Bible Encyclopedia 
makes this comment: “The prince of 
Rosh, Meshech and Tubal, Ezekiel said 
would invade the restored land of Israel 
from the far distant northern land by 
the appointment of God in the last 
times, with a powerful army of numer- 
ous nations, (Ezekiel 38:1-9), with the 
intention of plundering Israel.” 


Keil’s Commentary says: “The army 
of Gog consisted not only of wild Ja- 
phetic tribes, but of Hamitic tribes also, 
i. e., of peoples living at the extreme 
North and East (Persians) and South 
(Ethiopians)—i.e., on the borders of 
the then known world. These are all 
summoned by Gog and gathered to- 
gether for an attack upon the people of 
Israel.” 

The description given in Ezekiel 38 
leaves no doubt but that hordes from 
Russia will cross the peaks of the 
Caucasus in a terrific onslaught 
against Palestine. Several things will 
lead up to this assault. 


First, there will be a natural hatred 
for the Jewish people who reside there. 

Second, the Jewish Antichrist, emer- 
ging as conqueror of the old Roman 
Empire, will excite animosity on the 
part of Moscow because of his friend- 
liness with the sinister and apostate 
leaders of Israel. 

Third, the tremendous wealth of 
Palestine, including the chemical values 
of the Dead Sea, will invite the north- 
ern powers to plunder the land on the 
basis of pure cupidity. 

Regarding this particular matter, 
the Student’s Commentary makes the 
following observation: “The events 
foretold in this and the following chap- 
ter are the return of the sons of Israel 
to Palestine (Ezekiel 38:8 and 39:25- 
29); their settlement there on a non- 
military basis (v. 11), and possibly un- 
der a protectorate (v. 13); their ac- 
cumulation of wealth (v. 12); the in- 
vasion of the Northern and Eastern 
Nations prompted by cupidity (vs. 9- 
12); the protest of the Southern and 
Western Nations (v. 13); and the des- 
truction of the invaders (vs. 18-23).” 


With the returning of the Jews to 
Palestine under a protectorate, they are 
without military equipment. This is im- 
plied by Ezekiel 38:11 which describes 
their places of abode as being “unwall- 
ed villages’. 

The cities “shall (be) set on fire”. 

“Horses and chariots” will be used in 
the attack—meaning cavalry horses and 
artillery horses. 

There will be hand-in-hand fighting 
—*so they fell by the sword”. 

Seven months will be required to 
bury the dead—Ezekiel 39:12. 


The stench of rotting flesh will be so 
terrible that “passengers shall stop 
their noses.” 


“Feathered fowls...shall eat the 
flesh of the mighty and drink the blood 
of princes.” 


All this is to occur “upon the moun- 
tains of Israel.” 


The actual fighting will therefore take 
place in Palestine. It will be a strug- 
gle between the forces of Gog from the 
East and North, in conflict with the 
forces of Antichrist from the West and 
the South. 

The leaders of international Jewry will 
have negotiated a “convenant” with the 
Roman Beast (Antichrist) whom they 
will embrace, and foist upon the world, 
as their Messiah. They will then be liv- 
ing in Palestine under his protection in 
much the same manner that England 
protects them today. 

When the forces of the North come 
down to attack them, the armies of the 
revived Roman Empire will swing into 
action in their defense. 

Out of the chaos of this struggle, the 
Antichrist emerges as ruler of the en- 
tire world. He will later be destroyed 
by “the brightness” of Christ’s heaven- 
ly appearing. 

There are many Scriptural reasons for 
knowing that Gog is not to be the Anti- 
christ....Gog is devoured by the com- 
ing war on the “mountains of Israel’’.

Anti-Semitism in Russia 

This article offers long range infor- 
mation. It points to certain develop- 
ments which are yet future. Catastro- 
phic changes will make the order of 
events appear natural. 

One question is sure to stand out in 
the thinking of every reader: Since 
Russia is today ruled by Jews, how 
could the officials of government be ex- 
pected to launch an attack against their 
own people in Palestine? 

The answer is—The Jewish dictator- 
ship of the Russian Empire is trembl- 
ing. IF IT EVER CRACKS, A WAVE 
OF ANTI-SEMITISM WILL SWEEP 
THE COUNTRY IN WHICH SCARCE- 
LY ONE JEW WILL REMAIN 
ALIVE! 

No less than thirty million Russian 
citizens have been ruthlessly slaughter- 
ed since the Jews took over the govern- 
ment eighteen years ago. It is esti- 
mated that at least one-third of this 
number have been put to death for no 
crime except that they were believers in 
God, the Bible, and the Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

Prayers ascend daily from millions of 
Russian hearts, begging God to deliver 
them from the hell of terror in which 
they are being forced to live. 

When Germany strikes, there will be 
an explosion from within the Soviet 
Union, and when the first opportunity 
presents itself, the Jewish population 
will be wiped out. 

If the foregoing prognostications 
come to pass the anti-Semitic arrange+ 
ment of Ezekiel 28 and 39 will be com- 
plete. 

Soviet Russia has, of course, been 
building a powerful army for several 
years. About the only people of the Em- 
pire who are allowed enough to eat are 
the soldiers. 


Thus, millions of Gentiles have been 
fattened for slaughter. But regardless 
of their numbers, it is to be greatly 
doubted if they can hope to stand up 
under the type of warfare which the 
Germans are capable of releasing. 


Then too, if Hitler delivers a blow on 
the west, it is probable that Japan will 
push in at the same time, from the east. 
In that cdse, the Soviet Union would 
crack like an egg shell. 


“Moscow, Ha! Ha!” 


However, the following Associated 
Press dispatch was sent out from Mos- 
cow on September 25, 1936: “Klementi 
E. Voroshiloff, war commissar, said to- 
day that Soviet Russia ‘is ready to meet 
the enemy anywhere he chooses to taste 
the force of our arms’. 


“‘Our enemies’, he asserted, ‘are 
unceasingly preparing for war. They 
declare most clearly who is the object 
of their barbarous ‘ntentions. The 
Soviet Union is the cataract ‘on the eye 
of a capitalistic world’. 


SCAT any moment,’ he said, ‘oral 
calumnies and attacks may be converted 
into an armed assault’. 


“Declaring that the Soviet army is 
the only one in the world exclusively de- 
signed for defense, and not for in- 
vasion, Voronshiloff said ‘for that pur- 
pose we are ready with manpower, 
equipment, training and resources’.” 

The inhuman suffering to which the 
Communist Jews of Germany subjected 
the people prior to the rise of Hitler; 
the treatment which Moscow’s Jewish 
dictatorship is heaping upon the Rus- 
sians; the Jewish program of world re- 
volution now being carried out in all 
countries;—these and other trends are 
causing a reaction of anti-Semitism 
which will increase right down to the 
end, when the curtain falls as the age 
closes with the return of Jesus Christ. 


It is a pity that many well-meaning, 
honorable, law-abiding Jewish citizens, 
in various parts of the world, are being 
compelled to suffer for the sins of their 
apostate leaders. 


The attitude of millions of people to- 
ward the Soviet government was voiced 
in the following words of Germany’s 
Der Fuher, addressed to a group of 
newspaper men at Nurnberg, a few 
days ago: 

“When I think of the metropolis 
which is trying to dominate Europe is 
Moscow—Moscow, Ha! Ha! Moscow of 
all cities—what a shame! How grostes- 
que! The last city with a right to hege- 
mony over cultivated nations is Mos- 
cow!’

The modern city of Salonika is the 
Thessalonica of the New Testament.

These changing circumstances 
through which the Nation is passing, 
at this particular time, makes it im- 
portant that the Defender Family shall 
remember Mr. and Mrs. Velonis in 
special prayer. 


Greece is enlightened intellectually 
and culturally, but spiritually the peo- 
ple are in darkness. The Gospel, as Paul 
preached it on his missionary tours to 
ancient Macedonia, is practically un- 
known there today. Modern Salonika 
has no such churches as he established 
in old Thessalonica. 


To the little nucleus of believers 
which he left there after departing for 
Berea, he could later write: “We are 
bound to thank God always for you, 
brethren, because that your faith grow- 
eth exceedingly, and the charity of 





every one of you all toward each other 
aboundeth.” 


But, even in the days of Paul, there 
were Jewish rioters who were as clever 
in the art of stirring up a mob spirit as 
the Communists are today. 


We read in Acts 17:5, “But the Jews 
which believed not, moved with envy, 
took unto them certain lewd fellows of 
the baser sort, and gathered a company, 
and set all the city in an uproar and 
assaulted the house of Jason.” 


Salonika is still known to have a 
powerful ring of Jewish subverters, and 
from this segment, the revolutionary 
program extending throughout Greece, 
is directed. 


The ministry of Mr. Velonis shines 
like a bright light in dark place—in this 
evil environment. His work offers a 
great missionary challenge.

BAce in the year 1891, Spain was 
ruling Puerto Rico. 


The Island was taken over a few 
years later by the United States. 


During those days there was a group 
of Puerto Ricans who were working 
industriously to deliver the Island from 
Spanish misrule and exploitation. At 
that time, and for centuries prior Ro- 
man Catholicism was the only form of 
religion allowed in that part of the 
world. 


The Spaniards purposely kept the 
people in darkness, ignorance and su- 
perstition. Those who dared to cry 
out against the treatment to which they 
were being subjected, felt the cruel 
hand of tyranny laid upon them. Many 
escaped to the United States. 


Among these exiles there was a man 
named Antonio Valez Alvarado and a 
lady by the name of Micaela Dalman 
Carreras. 


On June 11, 1891 Mr. Alvarado con- 
ceived the idea of making a flag, a 
Puerto Rican flag, to symbolize their 
efforts in gaining freedom from Spain. 


He drew his idea on paper, consis- 
ting of white and red stripes, a blue 
triangle and a lone star. 

















Oarrying the plan to Mrs. Carreras, 
she was asked to sew strips of cloth 
together and thus give to the world a 
new national emblem. This was done. 
That evening a group of Puerto Rican 
exiles were invited to her home. The 
flag was unfolded for the first time 
and properly saluted by all the guests. 


Mrs. Carreras was the mother of 
three daughters — two of whom now 
live in New York City, and the other 
in Puerto Rico. 


Today, as one travels over Puerto 
Rico, he often sees this flag waving in 
the breeze. 


When native Christians gaze upon it, 
the lone star reminds them of the “day 
star” which has risen in thier hearts. 


But alas! There are tens of thous- 
ands of Puerto Ricans still living in 
spiritual darkness and ignorance of the 
Gospel.

THINGS I’VE BEEN THINKING 
ABOUT. By Henry Ford. Published 
by Fleming H. Revell Company. Pages 
32. Price 60 cents. 


tgp book is a reprint of an article 
originally appearing in The Ameri- 
can Magazine. 


Mr. Ford discusses the meaning of 
prosperity and what is needed to bring 
it about. He says, “There are two 
kinds of prosperity. One is expressed 
in such things as bounding stock mar- 
kets, crowded night clubs, and spec- 
tacular sudden riches for the few. The 
other — and the only sound kind — 
is an ever-widening distribution of use- 
ful goods and services. If we keep our 
heads we may expect to see in the fu- 
ture a greater measure of this sound 
kind of prosperity than we have ever 
dreamed of in the past.” 


The great problem is to find some 
way whereby our money system meets 
the needs of the people. The trouble 
is not in over-production, but in under- 
distribution. Government operation of 
production has been a failure wherever 
it has been tried. “It sounds nice when 
young theorists discuss it, but running a 
factory is a different thing”. 


Discussing taxes, Mr. Ford says that 
his business has paid over half a bil- 
lion dollars in taxes, while most of 
the income is immediately translated 
into outgo. “Inexperienced politicians 
don’t seem to understand that business 
is not a method of hoarding, but a 
method of distribution — sharing, if 
you like’’. 


Wealth consists of useful goods and 
services, while money is merely the 
symbol to make easy their constant 
exchange and distribution. 


Character is the supreme need of 
business and industry at all times.

“EVEN AT THE DOORS”. By F. 
J. Miles. Published by Marshall, Mor- 
gan and Scott, Ltd. Pages 142. Price 
75 cents. 


ERE we have a valuable addition 

to the fund of present-day litera- 
ture dealing with prophecy and the 
second coming of Christ. Some of the 
material is new, and many old truths 
are restated with splendid clearness. 


One is impressed with the sincerity 
of the author, and the fact that he was 
not content to take the opinions of 
others, but spent years of study in 
reaching conclusions. His refutation of 
arguments by those who would scoff 
at the personal return of the Lord is 


clear and convincing. The reasons 
Christians should study prophecy are 
well stated and presented with pas- 
sages of Scripture. 


The second part of the book has the 
heading, “God Working a Plan”, in 
which it is shown that the world is 
not aimlessly drifting as an iceberg in 
the ocean, but that all creation is con- 
trolled by a supreme power, like a weil 
manned ship. That throughout the 
whole universe God is absolute Sover- 
eign, and all seeming’ contradic- 
tions and circumstances will be worked 
out in harmony with His plan. 


The third section of the book deals 
with the visible appearing of the Lord. 
Here is shown the ethical expectancy, 
and the moral necessity, of Christ’s 
return to reign on this earth. 


The seven stage succession of His 
coming is set forth. It is a corporeal 
coming, proved by many passages of 
Scripture. When He comes there wiil 
be a resurrection of the dead saints, 
a transfiguration of the living saints, 
rewards and rejoicing for the faithful. 
Then follows His descent in the revela- 
tion, with the saints, to take possession 
of the Kingdom after Satan’s hosts 
are conquered. 


The book closes with a statement of 
church conditions predicted to precede 
the second coming, and an evangelistic 
note showing the necessity of inviting 
Christ into the heart, thus making it 
ready for eternal life with Him. 


THE READERS BIBLE. By Dr. 
Charles A. McAlpine. Published by 
The Coverdale Bible Press. Pages 543. 
Price $3.00. 


y= wonders why such a book as 
this was not thought of sooner. It 
is not a new book. It is the King James 
Version throughout, but only the 
most readable parts of it are given. It is 
not meant to be a student’s Bible, but 
as stated in the Foreword, is “‘a presen- 
tation of Scripture in convenient and 
attractive form for the general reader, 
as distinguished from the preacher, the 
critical scholar, and the teacher. 


“Even the most ardent lovers of the 
Bible will not claim that the Book as 
ordinarily printed, is either convenient 
in form or easy to read. This arises 
largely from the fact that there is so 
much of it--inore than two thousand 
pages of ordinary type. Moreover the 
inexperienced reader does not know 
where to look for the most significant 
passages. Bible reading seems a for- 
midable task. Instead it should be a 
delight.” 


In The Readers Bible the author has 
endeavored to select portions of Scrip- 
ture which are most interesting in con- 





tent and language, significant in their 
value to religion, and classic in the re- 
ligious literature of the world. 


Such passages as genealogies, the 
Levitical laws, and historical events 
which have little meaning to the aver- 
age reader are omitted. The book con- 
tains only about one-fourth of the ma- 
terial of the Bible, and it isnot intended 
to take the place of it, any more than 
one would expect a pocket dictionary to 
be a substitute for the “Unabridged”. 
It is published with the hope of 
stimulating many to deeper study of 
the entire Bible. 


The book starts with John’s interpre- 
tation of Christ in the first chapter of 
his Gospel. Then follows a chronolo- 
— life of Jesus, selected from the 
our Gospels, making a _ continuous 
story of His life and ministry. 


The Readers Bible is printed as other 
books, with regular size type, lines 
running across the page, and usual 
width margins. Understanding is aided 
by headings such as “Concerning His 
Birth”, “The Infancy of Jesus’, “Child- 
hood Years”, etc. 


There are no chapters and verses 
given such as those in all the versions. 
In fact the book is extremely readable. 


Part Two deals with “The Early 
Years of Christianity”, and comprises 
the major part of “The Acts”. 


Part Three is “The Book of Begin- 
nings”, and gives parts of Genesis. 
Part Four is “The Story of Israel’, 
dealing with Israel from Egyptian 
bondage to Babylonian captivity. Part 
Five gives portions of the “Words of 
the Prophets”. Part Six is “Israel’s 
Hymn Book”. Here are found sixty- 
seven of the Psalms, many proverbs, 
and portions of the ‘other poetical 
books. These pcems are written accord- 
ing to the form of our modern poetry, 
and are exceedingly easy to read. 


The sixth and last Part is comprised 
of some of the choicest writings of the 
Early Church Leaders, including pass- 
ages from all of the Epistles and Rev- 
elation. 


Our only criticism is that most of 
the great passages relative to the sec- 
ond coming of the Lord, and the condi- 
tions of the last days, have been omit- 
ted. However, it is always possible for 
a student of the Bible to possess the 
complete text, and the avowed purpose 
of this volume is to stimulate study of 
the Scripture in those who have not 
been. students. 


This new and unique production is 
deserving of a place in the library of 
any Christian, and should be instru- 
mental in interesting non-Christians in 
the Book of books.

ETHIOPIA THE VALIANT. By Wm. 
J. W. Roome. Published by Marshall, 
Morgan, and Scott, Ltd. Pages 126. 
Price 50 cents. 


yas book was inspired by the heroic 
stand of the Emperor of Ethiopia 
and his people against the cruel Italian 
aggressor. 

It paints a vivid word picture of 
conditions in Ethiopia, and dips into 
history to find the roots of those con- 
ditions. Here we find one of the old- 
est nations of the world with a continu- 
ous history, and one of the most an- 
cient of dynasties, being brought into 
conflict with a so-called. civilized na- 
tion of Europe. A conflict terribly 
unequal, but which showed that Ethi- 
opia is still a land of heroes. 


The second chapter discusses the his- 
tory of this land of mystery, which 
can trace its reigning house back to 
Sheba and Solomon, and its perverted 
form of Christianity back to the 
preaching of Philip the evangelist. 

The third and fourth chapters en- 
large upon the Ethiopia of today, de- 
scribing the country, which is beauti- 
ful with vast mountain ranges, deep 
gorges, and thickly wooded valleys. It 
is sometimes called the Switzerland of 
Africa, Vegetation is luxuriant and 
varied. The fauna include every spe- 
cies found in Africa. 

The people are Cushitic, resembling 
Caucasians in color and feature; and 
Nilotic, who are Negroid and black. 
The history of the Country was affect- 
ed by the Mohammedan invasion dur- 
ing the Middle ages, in which the 
. Ethiopians fought for their very ex- 
istence, but lost considerable territory 
and most of their coast line. 

The fifth chapter discusses the ag- 
gression of Italy, describing some of 
the cruelties and injustices suffered by 
the people. The sixth chapter deals 
with Rome, the Papal Tyrant, which 
has shown herself to be just as cruel 
and bloodthirsty as she was in the 
Middle Ages. 

The author vividly deals with what 
may be the Ethiopia of tomorrow. 
“What the repercussions among the 
colored races may mean, it is impos- 
sible to say today. Not only in Africa, 
but in the far-distant parts of the 
world, the people looked upon today as 
primitive, have not been unobservant.” 


The Emperor is described as a states- 
man, and a true leader of his people. 
He has not hindered evangelization, 
and during his reign there has been an 
immense advance in missions. In the 
adoption of his own name and title of 
Haile Selassie, he recognized that his 
strength came alone from God, for it 
means—the Power of the Trinity. 

The book is well written and so ex- 
tremely interesting that the attention 
of the reader never lapses. The author 
has crossed Africa thirteen times. 









You get one—Your friends 
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The Science of Salvation-A Drama 
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QALV ATION as applied to you and to 
\— me, to all mankind, has to do with the 
saving of man, of each individual, from 
a common peril which is threatening 
everyone alike. As such, salvation is of 
the greatest importance and genoral in- 
terest to every person and should make 
an appeal to men of all the different 
modes of thought.

Let us for the present call this great 





original Source Elohim, and, in order 
that He shall have an incentive to 
activity, let us further assume His will 
to be directed toward self-manifesta- 
tion or the passion to become known. 


A question arises here,—could 
Elohim, who is infinite in Person and 
consistent in purpose, with an incentive 
to become known, have in Him a trace 
of evil?

reciated. This seems to be most likely 
if not inevitable, and Elohim would be 
an infinitely sympathetic and capable 
Master to this great school of created 
disciples.

ower, seems not to be an end in itself 

ut rather to exhibit the character of 
a ground-work for something further, 
and as we look about, there is SOME- 
THING OMINOUS astir in the peace- 
ful atmosphere of heaven— a strange 
and unspeakable thing has set the 
heavenly host agog. 

Is there some quality in the nature 
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of Elohim which requires a different 
environment for its full manifestation 
than is offered by the peace and 
harmony of heaven? Is the expression 
of love cramped if there is no lewly 
spirit in need of its ministry? How can 
the richness of infinite compassion be 
manifested where a hopeless recipient 
is absent! 


Yes, we have guessed it, it seems that 
the love-element in the nature of 
Elohim is pulling for free rein to exer- 
cise itself, and, in order that love may 
become clearly portrayed in all its 
matchless splendor so as to be seen of 
the disciples, Elohim, in His material 
creation has worked out a setting which 
will show forth the fulness of love by 
revealing the depths to which He would 
go to succor the helpless! 


In heaven’s sunshine, the disciples 
find no shadow to disturb; but a DARK 
CONTRAST is now developing so that 
the glory of Elohim may be known in 
“the love which passeth knowledge”. 
He is unfolding Himself, the essence of 
truth, as only truth can in the way 
which manifests the law of love in 
mercy and justice, just as the material 
creation manifests Him in the laws of 
nature; and so, in the mind of Elohim, 
before the world was framed in the 
process of creation, the plan of salva- 
tion was made. 


In it the outworking of love was to 
be revealed to the heavenly disciples. 
The plan required the voluntary sacri- 
fice of Elohim Himself to save those of 
His creatures who had forfeited their 
right to fellowship with Him. 


After the world was framed, strange 
things took place in heaven. Univer- 
sal submission to Elohim’s will was 
suddenly broken by one of the most 
beautiful of the heavenly host. Lucifer, 
the well-favored disciple, became am- 
bitious for himself and said, “I will be 
like the Most High’. Things did not 
seem to be going on in heaven to Luci- 
fer’s liking. 

He may have felt that Elohim was 
not advancing him as fast as he de- 
served, and so thought it necessary to 
look after his own interests; and his 
proud spirit was therefore “Cut down to 
the ground (the earth)”, and a third 
of the disciples, those who were deceiv- 
ed by the seeming justice of his cause, 
were cast out with him. The deep, dark 
contrast required in order that the 
glory of Elohim may come to its high- 
est manifestation in love suddenly came 
into being. 


On the earth, an orb of the universe, 
entrusted to Lucifer, man, a being with 
free choice, was created to live as the 
object of Elohim’s love, and for his 
safety, Elohim, according to His plan, 
is exceedingly concerned. Lucifer, with 
his disciples, set out immediately to 
beguile him, with the result that the 
world was plunged into sin and shame, 
the depths of which are now well nigh 
boundless. 
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Into this condition ELOHIM DES- 
CENDED in the Person of His Son to 
suffer the penalty, eternal separation 
from Elohim, which man had inflicted 
upon himself by sin. Through Lucifer’s 
deception, man had lost his trust in 
Elohim. and preferred life without Him. 
To man then, the Son’s coming to 
earth was a revelation of what he had 
lost—a Father’s heart which desires a 
sinner’s return; and to the heavenly 
disciples, His coming to earth was a 
lesson in the full meaning of love in the 
character of Elohim by showing to what 
depths divine compassion can go. 


Emptying Himself of His glory, the 
Son “took upon him the form of a ser- 
vant, and was made in the likeness of 
men: and being found in fashion as a 
man, he humbled himself, and became 
obedient unto death” at the hands of 
misguided men. The earth thus provid- 
ed the arena for the greatest humili- 
ation and suffering possible in the uni- 
verse. 


Elohim could sink to no greater depth 
in the manifestation of His great heart 
of love than to yield to indignity and 
cruelty at the hands of His own created 
beings, the objects of His love. Having 
died for man’s sin, the Son’s work of 
redemption was finished, and He rose 
triumphant from the tomb on the third 
day. 

We have now followed the natural 
outworking of our assumed First Cause, 
Elohim, along the line of manifestation 
of one of His attributes, love. The case 
is hypothetical, but leads irresistibly to 
the final act. To one familiar with the 
Bible, Elohim is recognized as God; the 
Son as God manifest in Jesus Christ, 
whose substitutionary death for man’s 
sin was on the cross; Lucifer “the 
prince of this world”, as Satan, the 
adversary; and the disciples as the 
angels. 


The sequence of events progressing 
irresistibly from the great First Cause 
to the final act, is that of the Bible nar- 
rative of the redemption story. Could 
the plan of salvation have been better 
conceived or carried out! The present 
condition of the world, with pride, self- 
ishness and deceit rampant on every 
hand, is in perfect agreement with the 
outworking of our assumed First Cause, 
and such agreement inspires great con- 
fidence in the truth of Elohim, that is, 
in the God of the Bible, and the great 
plan of salvation there revealed, culmi- 
nating in the sacrifice of Christ on the 
cross. 


When the development from a hypo- 
thesis leads to a conclusion which cor- 
responds with observed facts, the 
scientist regards the assumptions made 
in the hypothesis as plausible, and, i 
no known exceptions exist, the hypo- 
thesis is regarded as established. 
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The account herein discussed of the 
plan of salvation developed from the 
assumed First Cause as a hypothesis, 
an investigation perhaps on an eternal 
scale in which the universe is the 
laboratory, discloses results in agree- 
ment with the facts of history and of 
the Bible narrative. Unless an exception 
is discovered, can we not then regard 
the original assumption which yielded 
these results as established, and the 
God of the Bible and the plan of sal- 
vation revealed in the Bible as true?— 
It meets the condtions imposed by 
scientists in investigations which have 
resulted in the great advances of recent 
years. 

Now that we have seen how easy it 
is to establish scientifically the exis- 
tence of God and of the redemption 
which Christ purchased by His death 
and offers to man, we will assume that 
the revelation of these things as found 
in the Word of God is true. The truth 
ef the Word however, does not rest on 
this demonstration as it has been firm- 
ly established by many lines of evi- 


_ dence, but it is worth while to know 


that science is not lagging in this so 
important a matter, but that it has 
contributions also in line with those 
which show the strength of the position 
eof the Word. 


The great drama of salvation, re- 
markable in its broad outlines and ex- 
quisite in its minute details, as revealed 
in the Bible, was NOT A HASTILY 
DEVISED PLAN to repair a_ breach 
caused by Lucifer’s fall and subsequent 
interference in the government of God; 
it was not an unforseen emergency in 
the divine economy that brought Christ 
to earth; but it was rather the next 
step in the outworking of the divine 
nature into manifestation, that the de- 
sire of God to become known to His 
creatures might be satisfied. 


So, in order that the love-element in 
Him might become known in all its 
richness, before man was created or 
even Lucifer fell, Christ was offered as 
the “slain Lamb”, and later manifested 
on earth as the Son of God who accep- 
ted for His creatures’ sake the lowest 
possible humility at their hands. 
“Wherefore God also hath highly ex- 
halted him, and given him a name 
2). is above every name...” (Phil. 
2:9). 


MAN is now in the midst of the out- 
working of this wonderful manifesta- 
tion of God’s person—perhaps the most 
revealing of His activities thus far. For 
all those who see in this expression of 
God that which He planned from the 
beginning should be seen—His Father 
heart—a basis of communion and fel- 
lowship with Him is established. 


Then, by realizing that they would 
have been doomed to live their lives 
with Satan if God in Christ had not 
come to the rescue, and accepting Christ 
as their Savior, they thereby became 
united to the body of Christ, and will be 
with Him always where He is (John 17: 
24), going through with Him other 
manifestations of Himself, perhaps 
more wonderful than this one. 


Universes may yet be created built 
up of units differing in every case from 
positrons, negatrons and neutrons, the 
purpose determining the variety. Love 
seems to have required the positron and 
negatron with a force of attraction be- 


tween them. What a wealth of wisdom 
and knowledge are in store for those 
who are with Him where He is!—And, 
since He is infinite, it will require 
eternity to learn all about Him. There 
will be no lack of employment in 
Heaven! 


We have just witnessed AN AMAZ- 
ING DRAMA, extending from the long 
ago before the foundation of the world 
down to the present moment. The action 
progressed in a logical outworking from 
the great First Cause which we assum- 
ed. It has shown that, if the meaning 
of love was to become known, Satan 
was a necessity, and thus, “the mystery 
of iniquity” (II Thess. 2:7) is solved. 
It has also shown the necessity of the 
blood sacrifice of the Lamb of God, and 
the place of men in God’s plan, man, the 
a and eternal reminder of divine 
ove. 


In the world arena, God and Satan 
are now presenting their claims to man. 
Satan appeals to man to be self-reliant 
or care-free, while God, through the 
redemption offered by Christ, comes to 
man as a loving Father, known and 
trusted by His child. Man’s decision 
must be in the light of the admonition: 

. -how shall we escape, if we Pe mae 
so i a salvation...’ (Heb. 2:3).
